MEMORANDUM. | 


DEPARTMENT OF CUSTOMS, CANADA, 


. OTTAWA, December 27, 1919. 
To Collectors of Customs. 


AMENDED REGULATIONS IN REGARD TO THE FREE ADMISSION OF 
ANIMALS FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF STOCK. 


Memoranda Nos. 1713-B, 1750-B and 2085-B, are cancelled, and the 
following Regulations and Instructions in the above matter are prescribed 
and in effect from the 15th December, 1919:— 


REGULATIONS. 


1. Animals may be imported for the improvement of stock free of duty 
upon the furnishing of an import certificate stating that the animal is 
recorded in a Canadian National Record, or in case there is no Canadian 
Record for the breed, in a foreign record recognized as authentic by the 
Canadian National Live Stock Record Committee. 


(a) By a British subject resident in the British Empire, or if more 
than one owner, each is a British subject resident in the British Empire. 


A statutory declaration by the owner or one of the owners that heis a 
British subject, or that each is a British subject resident in the British 
Empire and that such animal is the identical animal described in the 
import certificate and is being imported into Canada for the improvement 
of stock, must be provided. 


(b) By a citizen of the United States actually owning a farm in 
Canada and bona fide conducting thereon the business of stock raising 
provided the animal was actually owned by the importer before importation 
and is being imported solely for breeding operations on his farm and not 
for the purpose of sale and on conditions that the animal be not sold or 
otherwise disposed of without the payment of duty until the expiry of 
twelve months after the date of importation. 


A statutory declaration by the owner that he owns a farm in Canada 
and is bona fide conducting thereon the business of stock raising and that 
he owned the animal abroad and that it is being imported solely for 
breeding operations on his farm and not for the purpose of sale, must be 
provided. 

2. In case such certificate is not at hand at the time of the arrival of 
the animals, entry for duty may be accepted subject to the refund of the 
duty upon the production of the requisite certificates and proofs in due 
form satisfactory to the Collector within one year from the time of entry. 

3. In the case of horses, for the purpose of identification, the Health of 
Animals Branch of the Department of Agriculture shall examine each 
animal as to age, colour and markings and supply a certificate, embodying 
these particulars, to the Accountant of the Canadian National Live Stock 
Records, before he may issue an import certificate. 
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4. The form of certificate to be accepted for the free importation of 
animals for the improvement of stock, and the customs procedure in 
connection therewith shall be subject to the direction of the Minister of 
Customs. 

5. The above declaration shall be attached to the Free Import Entry 
and may be made before the Collector, sub-Collector, surveyor, or Chief 
Clerk at the port where the goods are entered or before any functionary 
authorized by law to administer oaths. 


INSTRUCTIONS. 


(a) Import Certificates required are those bearing the signature of 
the Accountant of the Canadian National Live Stock Records, for horses, 
cattle, sheep, goats, asses, swine and dogs (but not including the Holstein- 
Friesian cattle). Import certificates required for Holstein-Friesian cattle 
are those bearing the signature of the Secretary of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Canada. 

(b) The Import Certificate and declaration to be delivered to the 
Collector of Customs before free entry of animals is allowed, shall be in one 
of the forms in the schedule hereto. 

(c) The Import Certificate for horses shall specify the colour and 
natural markings, if any; if there are no markings the word “‘solid”’ shall 
be inserted. The Collector of Customs is required to compare the 
description given on the Import Certificate with the animal and if the 
colour and markings do not agree, free entry must be refused and duty 
collected. 

(d) The Import Certificate shall be attached to the Free Customs 
Entry for transmission by the Collector to the Department of Customs, 
Ottawa. 

The said Certificate shall be marked in each case with the Customs 
entry number and the office and dating stamp. 

The Collector of Customs shall not demand or accept any Certificate 
as to pedigree, other than in one of the “Import Certificate’ forms herein 
prescribed and the Declaration of Ownership. 

(e) Animals may be shipped in bond from the Canadian frontier port 
to the Customs port of destination, subject to quarantine requirements. 

(f{) Import Certificates for Holstein-Friesian cattle are issued by the 
Secretary of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada, Brantford, Ont. 

(g) Import Certificates for Live Stock other than Holstein-Friesian 
cattle may be procured on application to ‘‘Accountant,’”’ Canadian 
National Live Stock Records, Ottawa, from whom there may also be 
obtained a list of Canadian Records and other information concerning the 
importation of pure bred animals for the improvement of stock.

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. INFORMATION REGARDING IMPORTATION. 


It is essential that intending importers of pure bred stock make 
themselves thoroughly familiar with what it is necessary to do that 
delay, inconvenience and possible annoyance may be avoided in getting 
animals for breeding purposes through the customs free of duty. If 
the proper precaution is not taken the duty may have to be paid which 
though subject to refund by the customs department within one year of 
payment is attended by necessary delays with the consequence that im- 
porters are often deprived of the use of funds which it may be they can 
illy afford to be without. 

First the customs regulations on page 40 should be carefully read. 
It will be observed that British subjects resident in the Empire and 
citizens of the United States owning a farm in Canada and actually 
conducting breeding operations thereon have the privilege of bringing 
animals in free of duty and then only when animals are registered in certain 
records to which attention is specifically directed hereafter. The statutory 
declaration mentioned in the regulations is Form 8, Form 3A, 4 or 4A 
outlined in ‘‘schedule of forms” immediately following the regulations on 
the preceding pages is a part of the import certificate issued from the 
office of the Canadian National Live Stock Records. 


Then the health regulations must be observed; they are outlined 
elsewhere in this booklet, but as conditions in other countries sometimes 
make it necessary to impose further Canadian restrictions or suspend 
importations entirely it is advisable to get first hand information from 
the Health of Animals Branch, Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, Ont. 


Animals of a breed for which a Canadian record is established must 
first be registered in Canada in the name of the importer, before the 
office of the Canadian National Live Stock Records may issue import 
certificates. A list of these Canadian records may be found beginning 
on page 47. .Importers before applying for Canadian registration must 
secure certificates of registration in their name in the record of the country 
from which animals come. It is outlined beginning on page 53 what 
foreign books animals must be recorded in and what their breeding must 
be and also what the charges are for Canadian registration. Fees for 
import certificates in addition to registration fees is 25 cents for each 
animal. In all cases foreign certificates must be forwarded to the Canadian 
National Live Stock Records at the time of applying for Canadian regis- 
tration and import certificates. 

Foreign certificates for females that have been bred before leaving 
the country from which they come should so state or separate service 
certificates should be secured otherwise the offspring may not be recorded 
in Canada. 

Certain breeds for which there are no Canadian records established 
may be brought in; these are outlined on page 50 under the heading 
“Recognized British, United States and Foreign Records.” Animals from 
the United States with the exception of Jacks and Jennets must have been 
imported from or trace in all their crosses to animals which are proved 
to the satisfaction of the accountant of the Canadian National Live Stock 
Records to be of the same breed and to have been imported from the 
country of the origin of the breed. Importers before applying for Canadian 
import certificates must secure certificates of registration in their name 
in the record of the country from which animals come and forward them 
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to the office of the Canadian National Live Stock Records with charges 
of 50 cents for each sheep or swine and $2.00 for cattle, asses and horses. 


In addition to the general health regulations which apply to all 
breeds of animals, in the case of horses a special inspection is made by 
officers of the Health of Animals Branch for identity. A report by these 
officers on each horse is made immediately the animal enters the country 
and if it is found that animals do not correspond as to age, colour and 
markings with foreign certificates of registration the Canadian National 
Live Stock Records withhold import certificates and duty is collected 
by customs officers. It will be observed that foreign certificates should 
bein the office of the Canadian National Live Stock Records before horses 
arrive in Canada otherwise there will be extra delay in clearing the 
customs. As it is, there is some delay with horses as time must elapse in 
order that a comparison of foreign certificates and Health of Animals 
officers reports may be made by the office of the Canadian National Live 
Stock Records. Customs regulations allow importers to ship in bond 
from point of entry into Canada to nearest customs house to destination. 
Importers should therefore always say to what address they wish import 
certificates mailed. 


In case of animals which are required by the health regulations to 
be quarantined, foreign certificates need not be sent to Ottawa until 
animals arrive at quarantine, but it must be remembered that permit 
for such animal to come into Canada must be secured from the Minister 
of Agriculture through the Health of Animals Branch before animals 
leave the country from which they are being imported. 


It will be found advantageous to importers from Europe to ship | 
whenever possible by vessels arriving at Canadian ports as animals 
shipped via United States ports are liable to serious delay at the 
boundary, unless all necessary requirements have been complied with 
and full information furnished beforehand both to the Health of Animals 
Branch and to the Canadian National Live Stock Records. 


TRANSPORTATION OF PURE BRED ANIMALS. 


All animals recorded in the Canadian National Records are entitled | 
to reduced freight rates over the Canadian Pacific and Canadian National 
Railways when shipped for breeding purposes when shipments originate 
in Canada. These rates do not apply when animals are shipped to 
exhibitions or for the purpose of contesting in races. Canadian freight 
classification as to weights govern. There is no reduction when animals 
are shipped by express. 


In the case of imported animals of a breed for which there is no 
Canadian record, but which are recorded in a recognized foreign record, 
see page 48, an arrangement has been made for the transportation at 
reduced rates from the point of entry into Canada to destination, 
provided animals are rebilled at the point of entry, on presentation 
of a transportation certificate to the railway agent. This certificate 
is issued by the Canadian National Live Stock Record office in connection 
with import certificate, and is taken up by the railway agent. 
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ANIMALS FROM OTHER COUNTRIES THAT ARE ELIGIBLE FOR 
REGISTRATION IN THE CANADIAN NATIONAL 
LIVE STOCK RECORDS. 


The fees mentioned do not apply in all cases to the charges made for 
registration of Canadian bred animals. See page 59.

To COLLECTORS OF NATIONAL REVENUE: 


AMENDED REGULATIONS GOVERNING FREE ENTRY OF PURE BRED 
DOMESTIC FOWLS FOR IMPROVEMENT OF STOCK. 


The regulations contained in Memorandum 1475-B of 18th May, 
1908, are cancelled, and the following substituted therefor:— 

BABY CHICKS.—No free entry is to be accepted for baby chicks 
unless the importer submits with the entry a sworn declaration from the 
owner and shipper i in the form as shown in the schedule of forms hereto 
marked ‘‘A’’. 

Under Schedule ‘‘A’’, a declaration, including a pedigree, must be 
submitted for each Chick, and each Chick must be banded and have the 
band number shown on the pedigree. A 

ADULT FOWLS.—No free entry is to be accepted for adult fowls 
unless the importer submits a certificate from the shipper in the form 
as shown in the schedule of forms hereto, marked ‘‘B’’. 

Collectors will note that differentiation between baby chicks and 
adult fowls is that the latter are to be fully feathered. 

It is also to be particularly noted that the leg band number is to be 
quoted on the declaration or certificate.

To COLLECTORS OF CUSTOMS AND EXCISE: 

REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE FREE ADMISSION OF PURE BRED 

CHINCHILLA RABBITS FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF STOCK. 

Order in Council dated 30th July, 1925 (P.C. 2/1245), provides 
that the Customs duties on all pure bred Chinchilla Rabbits admitted 
into Canada for the improvement of stock, under regulations to be 
prescribed by the Minister of Agriculture, be remitted, such remission 
to be in operation for all importations made on or after Saturday, June 
27, 1925. 


The regulations established by the Minister of Agriculture are 
printed herewith. te 


The certificate of breeding and the declarations required under the 
regulations shall be produced by the importer and shall be attached to 
the entry for transmission by the collector to the Department of Customs 
and Excise, Ottawa. The Certificates and declarations shall be marked 
in each case with the entry number and the office dating stamp.

CusTOMS MEMORANDUM No. 1478 B. 
OTTAWA, June Ist, 1908. 


The following Regulations are approved and issued under the Customs 
Tariff for the guidance of Customs Officers and others concerned, in 
effect Ist July, 1908. 

REGULATIONS RESPECTING THE FREE ADMISSION OF ANIMALS AND ARTICLES 
FOR EXHIBITION OR FOR COMPETITION FOR PRIZES, INCLUDING 

HORSES FOR RACING. 


1. The animals and articles imported for any of the above purposes 
and admitted without payment of duty shall be entered as For-Warehouse 
on form B-18 (as amended), in duplicate, with particulars in Invoice form 
thereon. 
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2. Before the entry is accepted the importer, or his agent must 
deliver to the proper officer of Customs a certificate in form E-9, signed 
by the Secretary or by a principal officer of the Agricultural or other 
Association, certifying that the animals or articles are entered and accepted 
for the purposes of Exhibition or Competition for prizes under the manage- 
ment of such Association. . 


3. The importer shall execute a bond to the King with satisfactory 
surety on the Entry form B-18 or annexed thereto, for a sum equal to the 
full value of the animals and articles entered, conditional upon the due 
exportation of the same, or the delivery to the Customs Collector of proper 
manifests for the transportation of the animals and articles in bond, 
signed by an approved bonded carrier, or the payment of duty thereon, 
within three months from the time of entry. 


The bond of an approved Guarantee Company may be accepted as 
the surety herein mentioned. 


4. If any of the animals or articles aforesaid be sold in Canada, the 
importer or his Agent shall forthwith enter the same for duty and deliver 
to the Collector a true statement, signed by the seller and by the purchaser, 
showing the actual selling price of the animal or article as an aid to the 
Customs Officer in making his appraisement thereof for duty purposes. 
Such statement and appraisement shall be filed with the entry papers. 


5. The usual ex-warehouse entry forms may be used for entry 
ex-warehouse of these animals and articles—(the special form B-19 being 
cancelled), provided that an extra copy of the Customs Manifest signed 
by the Bonded Carrier, or his Agent, may be filed with the entry ex- 
warehouse as a receipt for the delivery of the animals and articles. 


6. The importer, or his agent, shall attest, and subscribe to a declara- 
tion, to be written on the entry ex-warehouse for removal or for exporta- 
tion, to the effect that ‘“‘the animals and articles described in this ex- 
warehouse entry are identically the same as in the For-warehouse entry 
mentioned therein.’”’ A notation as to the identity of the animals and 
articles shall also be made and initialed on the ex-warehouse entry or 
manifest by the Customs officer supervising their exportation or removal. 


7. The Guarantee Company’s bond may be in form as per appendix 


hereto.

ADMITTED FREE OF DUTY. 


CUSTOMS MEMORANDUM NO. 1361 B. 


OTTAWA, May Ist, 1906. 
Re LIVE STOCK AND OTHER SETTLERS’ EFFECTS. 


Memo. No. 1237 B. respecting Settlers’ Live Stock is repealed and 
the following regulations established, applicable throughout Canada. 


A settler may bring into Canada, free of duty, live stock for the farm 
on the following basis, if he has actually owned such live stock abroad for 
at least six months before his removal to Canada, and has brought them 
into Canada within one year after his first arrival, viz.:— 


If horses only are brought i in, 16 allowed. 
If cattle s PG ent 
If sheep a ie . LGO sir. 
If swine i tf he 160.“ 


If horses, cattle, sheep and swine are brought in together, or part of 
each, the same proportions as above are to be observed. 


Duty is to be paid on the live stock in excess of the number above 
provided for. 


For Customs entry purposes a mare with a colt under six months old 
is to be reckoned as one animal; a cow with a calf under six months old 
is also to be reckoned as one animal. 


Cattle and other live stock imported into Canada are subject to 
Quarantine Regulations. 


Item 455 of the Customs Tariff for free entry of settlers’ effects (as 
amended in 1905), reads as follows:— 


455. Settlers’ effects, viz.:—Wearing apparel, books, usual and 
reasonable household furniture and other household effects; instruments 
and tools of trade, occupation or employment, guns, musical instruments, 
domestic sewing machines, typewriters, bicycles, carts, wagons and other 
highway vehicles, agricultural implements and live stock for the farm, 
not to include live stock or articles for sale, or for use as a contractor’s 
outfit, nor vehicles nor implements moved by mechanical power, nor 
machinery for use in any manufacturing establishment; all the foregoing 
if actually owned abroad by the settler for at least six months before his 
removal to Canada, and subject to regulations by the Minister of Customs: 
Provided that any dutiable articles entered as settlers’ effects may not be 
so entered unless brought by the settler on his first arrival, and shall 
not be sold or otherwise disposed of without payment of duty, until after 
twelve months actual use in Canada.

WITHIN ONE YEAR. . 


CUSTOMS MEMORANDUM No. 1539 B. 


OTTAWA, 21st April, 1909. 


Horses, carriages and the harness thereof, of Canadian origin or duty 
paid in Canada, going into the United States temporarily for exhibition 
or other purposes, may be re-admitted into Canada without duty, upon 
identification to the satisfaction of the Canadian Customs Officer at the 
frontier, provided they are returned within one year without change of 
ownership, subject to the following conditions, viz.:— 

The horses, carriages and harness shall be duly reported outwards, in 
duplicate, at the frontier port of exit from Canada for temporary stay in 
United States, with such description of the horses, carriages and harness 
as will enable the Customs Officer to identify them on return to Canada. 

Duty is to be collected on the value of repairs made in United States 
to such carriages and harness, after allowing for ‘“‘wear and tear.”

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IMPORTATIONS IN GENERAL. 


Sec. 6. The Minister may prohibit or regulate the importation of 
animals from any country or any district where he has reason to believe 
that contagious disease of animals exists. 


Sec. 7. (a) Persons contemplating the importation of animals from 
any part of the world, except the United States and Newfound- 
land, must first obtain from the Minister a permit therefor. Such 
permits shall not be available at any port other than the one 
mentioned therein. 


(b) Applications for such permits shall be in writing, and shall state 
the number and kind of animals for which the permit is applied, 
the country of origin and probable date of shipment, the port of 
embarkation, the port at which the animals are to be landed and 
the approximate date of their arrival. The statements contained 
therein may be required to be verified on oath, the Minister 
deciding in every case whether a permit will be granted. 


(c) Animals from countries other than those above mentioned 
arriving at any port in Canada without such permit shall not be 
admitted to Canada unless and until ordered by the Minister. 


(d) Unless otherwise ordered by the Minister, the provisions of this 
section shall not apply to the importation of horses from any of 
the countries of Europe. 


Sec. 8. The importation by sea into Canada of animals from all 
countries, other than the United States, Newfoundland and Mexico, is 
prohibited, except at the ports of Victoria and Vancouver, B.C.; Quebec, 
Que.; St. John, N.B.; Halifax, N.S.; Charlottetown, P.E.I., and such other 
ports as may hereafter be indicated by the Minister. 


Sec. 9. Animals imported via United States ports must be accom- 
panied not only by the necessary health certificates from the country of 
origin, but also by a certificate of quarantine or inspection signed by a 
Veterinary Inspector of the United States Bureau of Animal Industry. 


Sec. 11. All importers must certify under oath, before making 
Customs entry, the place of origin of the animals imported by them. 


Sec. 12. All animals arriving in Canada through any of the above 
mentioned ports on the Canadian seaboard shall be subject to inspection 
on arrival by inspectors who may, from time to time, be appointed for that 
purpose. 


Sec. 13. All inspections of imported animals must be made in day- 
light. 

Sec. 16. Importers of animals will be required to certify under oath 
that the health certificates referred to in these Regulations apply to the 
said animals and to no other, and that the district named is the actual one 
from which these animals came. 


Sec. 17. Any unauthorized interference with animals after inspec- 
tion, whether by substitution or otherwise, or any evasion, or misrepresen- 
tation will be deemed a breach of these Regulations, and in addition will 
render the shipment liable to seizure and detention pending the orders of 
the Minister as to its disposal. 


Sec. 19. (a) No person shall import or introduce, or attempt to import 
or introduce, into Canada any animal contrary to these Regulations or 
which is affected with any contagious or infectious disease, and any animal 
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whichisimported or introduced, or attempted to be imported or introduced 
into Canada contrary to these Regulations or which is affected with or 
suspected of being affected with any contagious or infectious disease, may 
be forthwith destroyed, refused admission to Canada, or otherwise disposed 
of as the Veterinary Director General may direct. 

(b) Every transportation company bringing animals to Canada 
by vessel, or by rail, or otherwise, and every officer and servant 
of every such transportation company having charge of or control 
of such animals shall be guilty of an offence against these 
regulations if any of the said animals be landed in Canada 
without a permit for importation when a permit is required by 
these regulations. 


HORSES, MULES AND ASSES. 


Sec. 23. Horses, mules and asses imported from countries other than 
the United States, Newfoundland and Mexico, must be accompanied by the 
certificate of a qualified veterinarian and of the local authority of the dis- 
trict whence they came, that no glanders, maladie du coit or other serious 
infectious or contagious disease affecting horses has existed in said district 
for a period of six months prior to their shipment. 

Sec. 24. Horses, mules and asses imported from countries other than 
the United States, Newfoundland and Mexico, consigned to Montreal, 
may be, unless otherwise ordered by the Minister, inspected at that port. 
Such animals landing at any of the other ports named shall be inspected 
at sueh ports. 


CATTLE. 


Sec. 25. Cattle imported from countries other than the United 
States, Newfoundland and Mexico, must be accompanied by the certificate 
of a qualified veterinarian and of the local authority of the district whence 
they came, that no contagious pleuro-pneumonia, rinderpest or foot and 
mouth disease has existed in said district for a period of six months prior 
to their shipment. 

Sec. 26. (a) A quarantine of thirty days shall be enforced upon cattle 
imported from the United Kingdom, to be counted from the date 
of arrival at the quarantine station. 

(b) A quarantine of ninety days shall be enforced upon cattle im- 
ported from all other countries except the United States, New- 
foundland and Mexico, to be counted from the date of clearance 
of the vessel carrying the same from the port at which they were 
embarked. 


OTHER RUMINANTS. 


Sec. 27. Sheep and goats imported from countries other than the 
United States, Newfoundland and Mexico, must be accompanied by the 
certificate of a qualified veterinarian and of the local authority of the 
district whence they came, that no foot and mouth disease has existed in 
said district for a period of six months prior to their shipment. 

Sec. 28. A quarantine of thirty days shall be enforced upon all sheep 
and goats imported from countries other than the United States, New- 
foundland and Mexico, to be counted from the date of clearance of the 
vessel carrying the same from the port at which they were embarked. 
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SWINE. 


Sec. 29. Swine imported from countries other than the United States, 
Newfoundland and Mexico, must be accompanied by the certificate of a 
qualified veterinarian and of the local authority of the district whence they 
came, that no hog cholera, swine plague or foot and mouth disease has 
existed in said district for a period of six months prior to their shipment. 


Sec. 30. A quarantine of thirty days shall be enforced upon all swine. 


imported from countries other than the United States, Newfoundland and 
Mexico, to be counted from the date of clearance of the vessel carrying the 
same from the port at which they were embarked. 


Sec. 30144. Animals as aforementioned in the preceding eight 
sections imported from Great Britain must be accompanied by an 
official certifidate of the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries instead of that 
of theloeal authority, and animals imported from Ireland direct or trans- 
shipped in Great Britain, by an official certificate of the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland. 


This amendment shall take effect from the Ist day of June, 1914. 


IMPORTATION OF ANIMALS FROM THE UNITED STATES, NEW- 
FOUNDLAND AND MEXICO. 


Sec. 31. All animals imported into the Dominion of Canada from 
the United States, Newfoundland and Mexico, must be accompanied by a 
statutory declaration or affidavit made by the owner or importer, stating 
clearly the purpose for which said animals are imported, viz.: whether for 
breeding purposes, for milk production, for work, for grazing, feeding or 
slaughter, or whether they form part of settlers’ effects, or whether they are 
entered for temporary stay, as provided by these Regulations. 


Sec. 32. Said declaration or affidavit must be presented to the 
Collector of Customs at the port of entry, who will decide whether the 


animals are entitled to entry under these Regulations, and who will notify — 
the Veterinary Inspector of the Department of Agriculture in all cases 


where the Regulations require an inspection to be made. 


ANIMALS FROM THE UNITED STATES, 
HORSES, MULES AND ASSES. 


Sec. 33. The importation of branded or range horses, mules and 
asses, other than those which are gentle and broken to harness or saddle, is 
prohibited. 


Sec. 34. Horses, mules or asses shall be inspected, and if so ordered 
by the Minister, may be detained, isolated, dipped, or otherwise treated, 
or, in default of such order, where the inspector has reason to believe or 
suspect that the animals are affected with, or have been exposed to con- 
tagious or infectious disease. : 


Sec. 35. Horses, mules and asses must be accompanied by:— 


(a) A satisfactory certificate of mallein test dated not more than 
thirty days prior to the date of entry, and signed by an inspector 
of the United States Bureau of Animal Industry; or, 


ay 
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(b) A similar certificate from a reputable veterinarian, provided 
such certificate is endorsed by an inspector of the said Bureau of 
Animal Industry; or, 


(c) A similar certificate from an inspector of the Canadian Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


When not so accompanied, such horses, mules or asses must be sub- 
mitted to the mallein test either at the quarantine station where 
entry is made, or, under such restrictions as the Veterinary 
Director General may prescribe, at point of destination. 


Sec. 36. When tested at the port of entry, if any reactors are found 
they shall be slaughtered without compensation, or definitely marked and 
returned to the United States, and must not again be presented for entry. 
All horses, mules or asses in the same consignment shall be returned to the 

‘United States, but the non-reactors may be again presented for entry and 
further test after the lapse of a period of not less than fifteen days from the 
date of the first test, provided that satisfactory evidence is produced to the 
effect that they have not, during the said period, been in contact with ° 
affected animals. When tested at destination points all animals reacting 
to the test will be slaughtered without compensation, while those compris- 
ing the rest of the shipment will be detained in quarantine until it is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Veterinary Director General that they are free 
from disease. 


Sec. 37. No compensation will, under any circumstances, be paid for 
horses reacting to mallein within six months after the date of their importa- 
tion into Canada. 


CATTLE. 


Sec. 38. All cattle shal] be inspected, and if so ordered by the Mini- 
ster, may be detained, isolated, submitted to the tuberculin test, dipped or 
otherwise treated, or in default of such order, where the inspector has 
reason to believe or suspect that animals are affected with or have been 
exposed to contagious or infectious disease. 


Sec. 39. Cattle for breeding purposes and milk production six 
months old or over, if unaccompanied by a satisfactory tuberculin 
test chart dated not more than sixty days prior to the date of entry 
and signed or endorsed by a veterinarian of the United States Bureau of 
Animal Industry, must be detained in quarantine for such period as may 
be deemed necessary, and subjected to the tuberculin test; cattle reacting 
thereto must be returned to the United States or slaughtered without 
compensation. 


Sec. 39a. Cattle from fully accredited herds in the United States 
accompanied by a certificate signed or endorsed by a veterinarian of the 
United States Bureau of Animal Industry stating that they are from 
a fully accredited herd, and have been tested within one year from the 
date of importation shall be exempted from the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 40. Importers may be required to furnish a statutory declar- 


ation that the chart produced applies to the cattle it purports to describe 
and no other. 


OTHER RUMINANTS. 


Sec. 41. All sheep and goats shall be inspected and, if so ordered 
by the Minister, may be detained, isolated, dipped or otherwise treated, 
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or in default of such order, where the inspector has reason to believe 
or suspect that the animals are affected with or have been exposed to 
contagious or infectious disease. 

Sec. 42. (a) All swine, except pure bred double treated hogs, must 
be accompanied by a certificate signed by a veterinarian of the United 
States Bureau of Animal Industry, stating that neither swine plague nor 
hog cholera has existed within a radius of five miles of the premises in 
which they have been kept for a period of six months immediately preced- 
ing date of shipment, but such swine shall nevertheless be inspected, 
and shall be subjected to a quarantine of thirty days before being allowed 
to come in contact with Canadian animals. 


NON-IMMUNIZED HOGS. 


(b) The importer will be required to produce an affidavit to the 
effect that the swine he proposes to import have not been immunized 
to hog cholera by the simultaneous injection of hog cholera virus and 
serum. 

DOUBLE TREATED HOGS. 

(ec) Pure bred hogs immunized by the simultaneous method of 
injecting serum and virus will be permitted to enter Canada when accom- 
panied by the certificate of a veterinarian of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, or the certificate of a state veterinarian endorsed by a Bureau Veter- 
inarian Inspector stating that neither swine plague nor hog cholera have 
existed in the herd in which the hogs were kept during the six months 
immediately preceding date of shipment and by the affidavit of the 
breeder or last owner that they were immunized not less than thirty 
days prior to importation, and have been immersed in a satisfactory 
disinfectant solution previous to shipment. Thirty days quarantine is 
required for these and all other hogs. 


ANIMALS FOR EXHIBITION. 


Sec. 43. Animals other than Swine may be admitted on inspection ~ 


at quarantine and inspection ports only, for purposes of exhibition or 
other temporary stay, subject to usual customs regulations. 


ANIMALS FROM MEXICO. 

Sec. 46. Any person contemplating the importation of animals from 
Mexico must, in addition to all other requirements of this order, 
first obtain from the Minister a permit therefor. 

Applications for such permits shall be in writing, and shall state the 
number and kind of animals to be imported, the district and state 
in Mexico whence they are to be shipped and the probable date of 
their arrival at and the name of the Canadian port of entry. The 
statements contained therein may be required to be verified on 
oath, ue Minister deciding in every case whether a permit will be 
granted. 


MEXICAN ANIMALS BONDED THROUGH UNITED STATES 
TERRITORY FOR ADMISSION TO CANADA. 

Sec. 47. Animals passing in bond through United States territory for 

importation into Canada must be accompanied by a certificate of health 

signed by a veterinarian of the United States Bureau of Animal Industry, 


‘a 
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and by an affidavit from the owner or importer that the said certificate 
refers to the animals in question. Such animals shall nevertheless be 
subject to inspection, and if necessary to detention, before being permitted 
to enter Canadian territory. If found diseased such animals are to be 
subject to and dealt with according to the orders of an inspector under 
instructions from the Veterinary Director General. 


HORSES, MULES AND ASSES. 


Sec. 48. The importation of branded or range horses, mules and 
asses other than those which are gentle and broken to harness or saddle is 
prohibited. 


Sec. 49. All horses, mules and asses shall be inspected and shall be 
submitted to the mallein test before being allowed to enter Canada. If 
any reactors are found they shall be slaughtered without compensation. 


CATTLE. 


Sec. 50. All cattle shall be inspected and if so ordered by the Minis- 
ter may be detained, isolated, submitted to the tuberculin test, dipped or 
otherwise treated, or, in default of such order, where the inspector has 
reason to believe or suspect that animals are affected with or have been 
exposed to contagious or infectious disease. 


OTHER RUMINANTS. 


Sec. 51. All sheep and goats shall be inspected, and if so ordered by 
the Minister may be detained, isolated, dipped or otherwise treated, or, 
in default of such order, where the inspector has reason to believe or 
suspect that the animals are affected with or have been exposed to con- 
tagious or infectious disease. 


SWINE. 


Sec. 52. All swine shall be inspected and shall be subjected to a 


quarantine of sixty days before being allowed to come in contact with 
Canadian animals. 


ANIMALS FROM NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Sec. 53. All animals imported from Newfoundland shall be inspect- 
ed, and if so ordered by the Minister, may be detained, isolated, tested, 
dipped or otherwise treated, or, in default of such order, where the in- 
spector has reason to believe or suspect that animals are affected with or 
have been exposed to contagious disease. 


REGULATIONS. OF QUARANTINE. 


Sec. 55. Animalsin any quarantine station shall be treated and dealt 
with under the direction of the superintendent of the said station and all 
articles used for, about or in connection with the said animals shall be in 
like manner subject to his direction and supervision. 


Sec. 56. Cattle six months old or over imported from countries other 
than the United States, Newfoundland and Mexico shall not be discharged 
from quarantine until they have been submitted to the tuberculin test by 
the superintendent of the quarantine or other duly authorized officer. 
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Sec. 57. Cattle reacting to the tuberculin test, but not showing 
clinical symptoms, shall be permanently marked in the right ear with the 
letter ‘‘T’’’ by the officer making the test, and may then be released at the 
expiry of the prescribed period of quarantine if found free from all other 
infectious or contagious diseases. 


Sec. 58. Cattle showing clinical symptoms of tuberculosis shall be 
destroyed or otherwise disposed of as the Minister may direct. 


Sec. 59. The Minister or the Veterinary Director General may 
authorize the destruction of any quarantined animal or all or any portion 
of the articles used in the care of the said animals, and such destruction 
shall take place under the supervision of the supen and in the 
manner prescribed by him. 


Sec. 60. The expenses of feeding, treating and caring for animals 
detained in quarantine, with the exception of those for the use of grounds 
and shelters, shall be borne by the owner or importer, and such expenses 
shall be paid before the animals are permitted to leave the quarantine, and 
in default of such payment within fourteen days after the expiration of the 
period of quarantine, the superintendent may, on fourteen days’ notice in 
writing, delivered or sent by mail to the owner or importer, cause the said 
animals to be sold to meet the said expenses, together with the expenses of 
and incidental to the sale of the said animals, the balance, if any, to be 
handed over to the owner. 


Sec. 61.. No animal under quarantine shall be allowed to come in 
contact with any Canadian animal until duly discharged from quarantine. 


Sec. 62. No animal under quarantine shall be removed from a 
quarantine station until duly discharged therefrom by the superintendent 
or other duly authorized officer. 


Sec. 63. No person shall remove or attempt to remove any animal 
from a quarantine station without the authority of the superintendent or 
other duly authorized officer. 


Sec. 64. No indemnity shall be allowed for any injury or loss sus- 
tained in connection with any animals while detained in quarantine.

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REGULATIONS FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT AND MAINTENANCE 
OF TUBERCULOSIS-FREE ACCREDITED HERDS OF CATTLE. 


AT THE GOVERNMENT HOUSE AT OTTAWA 


SATURDAY, the 20th day of September, 1919. 


THE DEPUTY GOVERNOR GENERAL 
IN COUNCIL: 


WHEREAS tuberculosis has caused a great deal of damage to the live 
stock industry of this country, particularly in so far as cattle are concerned, 
and it is therefore deemed advisable to do everything possible to eradicate 
this disease and to encourage the maintenance in Canada of herds of cattle 
that can be guaranteed free from tuberculosis; 


AND WHEREAS in the United States of America, where the pure-bred 
live stock industry is a very profitable one, a system of accrediting herds 
of cattle as being tuberculosis-free has been established and is being 
maintained, cattle from such herds being admitted into Canada without 
further test for tuberculosis; 


AND WHEREAS the United States authorities have signified their 
willingness to reciprocate by admitting Canadian cattle from similarly 
accredited herds to the United States without further test for tuberculosis, 
should such herds be established and maintained in this country; 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed advisable and in the public interest that 
accredited herds of tuberculosis-free cattle should be established and 
maintained in Canada; 


THEREFORE the Deputy Governor General in Council, on the 
- recommendation of the Minister of Agriculture, is pleased to make the 
following regulations for the establishment and maintenance of such herds, 
and the same are hereby made and established accordingly:— 


1. A tuberculosis-free accredited pure-bred herd is one which has 
been tuberculin tested by the subcutaneous method, or any other test 
approved by the Veterinary Director General, and applied by the regularly 
employed veterinary inspectors of the Health of Animals Branch of the 
Federal Department of Agriculture. Further it shall be a herd in which 
no animal affected with tuberculosis has been found upon two annual 
or three semi-annual tuberculin tests, as above described, and by physical 
examination. 


2. The entire herd, or any cattle in the herd, shall be tuberculin 
tested or re-tested at such time as is considered necessary by the Veterinary 
Director General. 


3. No cattle shall be presented to the tuberculin test which have been 
injected with tuberculin within 60 days immediately preceaing, or which 
have at any time reacted to a tuberculin test. 
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4. No herd shall be classed as an accredited herd in which tuberculosis 
has been found by the application of the test, as referred to in paragraph 
1, until such herd has been successfully subjected to two consecutive 
tests with tuberculin, applied at intervals of not less than six months, the 
first interval dating from the time of removal of the tuberculous animals 
from the herd. 


5. Prior to each tuberculin test satisfactcry evidence of the identity 
of the registered animal shall be presented to the inspector. Any grade 
cattle maintained in the herd, or associated with animals of the herd, 
shall be identified by a tag or other markings satisfactory to the Veterinary 
Director General. 


6. All removals of registered cattle from the herd, either by sale, 
death, or slaughter, shall be reported promptly to the said Veterinary 
Director General, giving the identification of the animals, and, if sold, 
the name and address of the person to whom transferred. If the transfer 
is made from the accredited herd to another accredited herd, the shipment 
shall be made only in properly cleaned and disinfected cars. No cattle 
shall be allowed to associate with the herd which have not passed a 
tuberculin test approved by the Veterinary Director General. 


7. All milk and other dairy products fed to calves shall be that 
produced by an accredited herd, or if from outside or unknown sources, 
it shall be pasteurized by heating to not less than 150° F. for not less than 
20 minutes. 


8. All reasonable sanitary measures and other recommendations by 
the Federal authorities for the control of tuberculosis shall be complied 
with. 


9. Cattle from an accredited herd may be shipped to the United 
States, accompanied by the certificate of the Veterinary Director General, 
without further tuberculin test for a period of one year, subject to the 
rules and regulations of the State of destination. 


10. Strict compliance with these methods and rules shall entitle the 
owner of tuberculosis-free herds to a certificate, ‘‘Tuberculosis-Free 
Accredited Herd,” to be issued by the Veterinary Director General. Said 
certificate shall be good for one year from date of test unless revoked at 
an earlier date. 


11. Failure on the part of owners to comply with the letter or spirit 


of these methods and rules shall be considered sufficient cause for immediate 


cancellation of co-operation with them by the Federal officials. 


12. Whenever in carrying out this order it is necessary to slaughter 
an animal or animals for the eradication of tuberculosis from a herd, the 
animal or animals shall be valued and compensation awarded as provided 
in Sections 14 and 15 of the Animal Contagious Diseases Act. 
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UNITED STATES CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 
ANIMALS FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF STOCK. 


Cattle, sheep, horses, or dogs for breeding purposes are admitted 
free when imported by citizens of the United States. It will be noticed 
from the United States regulations following that certificates of pure 
breeding are issued by the Bureau of Animal Industry, Washington, and 
that such certificates are only issued for animals which are properly 
identified and proved to the satisfaction of the Department of Agri- 
culture, Washington, to trace in all crosses to animals of the same breed. 


Care should be taken before animals leave Canada to see that 
Canadian certificates agree in all details as to age, colour and markings, 
and are transferred with the Canadian National Live Stock Records to 
the United States purchaser, otherwise certificate of pure breeding will 
be refused by the Bureau of Animal Industry and animals will be dutiable. 
In any event duty has to be deposited or a bond furnished as time must 
elapse from the date of inspection by United States authorities at the 
border and the time certificates issue at Washington. 

The Bureau of Animal Industry at Washington furnishes form of 
Vendor’s certificate and form on which to make application for certificate 
of pure breeding. 

In no case are certificates of pure breeding issued until animals have 
been examined at the port of entry into the United States and their 
description forwarded to Washington. Certificates are not sent from 
Washington to the importer but to the collector of customs at the port of 


entry. 


If Canadian certificates in the proper form are with the animal at 
the point of entry the importer may give the usual bond under the regula- 
tions of the United States treasury department to provide certificates 
within a period of six months. 


UNITED STATES REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE FREE ADMIS 
SION OF HORSES, CATTLE, SHEEP. AND DOGS FOR 
BREEDING PURPOSES. 


Extracts from United States Regulations B.A.I., Order 325:— 
REGULATION 1.—CERTIFICATION OF PURE BRED ANIMALS. 


SECTION 1. BuREAU OF ANIMAL INDUSTRY TO ISSUE CERTIFICATES. 
—The Bureau of Animal Industry of the Department of Agriculture 
is hereby authorized to issue certificates of pure breeding under the 
provisions of this order. 

SECTION 2. How TO OBTAIN CERTIFICATES:—In order to obtain 
such certificates of pure breeding, importers shall conform to the following 
procedure: 

PARAGRAPH 1. APPLICATION FOR CERTIFICATES.—An application 


for certificates shall be made to the Bureau of Animal Industry on forms 
furnished or approved by the department, showing the number of animals 
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imported, the breed and sex, the port of arrival into the United States, 
customs entry number, the name of vessel or carrier by which shipped, 
and the date of arrival. This application may be signed by either the 
owner, the importer, or the agent, stating the name and address (in the 
United States) of the owner of the animal or animals. 


PARAGRAPH 2. CERTIFICATES OF PEDIGREE.—Certificates of pedi- 
gree for such animals, issued by the custodian-of one of the books of 
record given in regulation 2, section 4, of this order, shall be furnished 
to the Bureau of Animal Industry. 


PARAGRAPH 38. AFFIDAVIT OF IDENTITY.—A duly acknowledged 
affidavit from the owner, agent, or importer that the animals so imported 
are the identical animals described in the certificates of pedigree must be 
furnished. 


PARAGRAPH 4. OWNERSHIP.—Complete transfer of ownership of 
imported animals from the breeder to the importer must be shown, such 
transfers to be either officially recorded by the registry associations issuing 
certificates, or on official certificates of transfer of such associations. 


SECTION 38. Applications will be given consideration in the order 
in which they are received. When the application and accompanying 
papers are satisfactory, certificates to that effect will be issued and 
forwarded to the collector of customs at the port of arrival and the pedi- 
gree certificates returned to the importer or his agent. However, the 
certificates of pure breeding of the Bureau of Animal Industry will not be 
issued until the descriptions of the animals, submitted by an inspector 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry at the port of arrival, are received in 
Washington. Description will be taken only at the time of entry of 
animals which are declared for free entry, and are accompanied by 
proper pedigree certificates and official transfers. All papers for animals 
which do not meet the requirements of this order will be retained or 
returned at the discretion of the department. 


SECTION 4. ELIGIBILITY OF ANIMALS.—Where the provisions of 
this order have been otherwise complied with, animals will be certified as 
pure bred which have been fully registered in good faith in one of the 
books of record for one of the recognized breeds given in Regulation 2, 
section 4, of this order, except those which have been registered on 
inspection. 


REGULATION 2, PARAGRAPH 2. RECOGNIZED BREEDS AND BOOKS 
OF RECORD IN CANADA.—The Canadian National Records are recognized 
for the following breeds, provided that no animal or animals registered 
in the Canadian National Records shall be certified by the Secretary of 
Agriculture as pure bred unless such animal or animals trace, in all 
crosses, to animals which are proved to the satisfaction of the depart- 
ment to be of the same breed:

PARAGRAPH 3. The Canadian Kennel Club. Canadian National 
Record, is recognized for all the breeds of Dogs registered in said records: 
Provided, That no dog or dogs registered in said records shall be certified 
as pure bred unless a three-generation certificate of pedigree, issued by 
said Canadian National Records, is submitted for each dog. 


Paragraph 1606 of the act of Congress entitled ‘‘An act to provide 
revenue, to regulate commerce with foreign countries, to encourage 
the industries of the United States, to protect American labour and for 
other purposes, approved June 17, 1930, is as follows: 


“1606” any animal imported by a citizen of the United States 
specially for breeding purposes, shall be admitted free, whether intended 
to be used by the importer himself or for sale for such purposes, except 
black or silver foxes: Provided, That nosuch animal shall be admitted 
free unless pure bred of a recognized breed and duly registered in a book 
of record recognized by the Secretary of Agriculture for that breed. 
Provided further, That the certificate of such record and pedigree of 
such animal shall be produced and submitted to the Department of Agri- 
culture duly authenticated by the proper custodian of such book of 
record, together with an affidavit of the owner, agent, or importer that 
the animal imported is the identical anima! described in said certificate 
of record and pedigree. The Secretary of Agriculture may prescribe 
such regulations as may be required for determining the purity of breeding 
and the identity of such animal: And provided further, That the collec- 
tors of customs shall require a certificate from the Department of Agri- 
culture stating that such animal is pure bred of a recognized breed and 
duly registered in a book of record recognized by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture for that breed. 


“The Secretary of the treasury may prescribe such additional 
regulations as may be required for the strict enforcement of this provision. 


Horses, mules, asses, cattle, sheep, and other domestic animals 
straying across the boundary line into any foreign country, or driven 
across such boundary line by the owner for temporary pasturage purposes 
only, together with their offspring, -shall be dutiable unless brought 
back to the United States within eight months, in which case they shall 
be free of duty, under regulations to be prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury: And provided further, That the provisions of this act 
shall apply to all such animals as have been imported and are in quaran- 
tine or otherwise in the custody of customs or other officers of the United 
States at the date of the taking effect of this act.” 
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ONLY CITIZENS OF THE UNITED STATES MAY IMPORT 
FREE OF DUTY. 


Extracts from United States Treasury Department Regulations. 
IMPORTATION OF ANIMALS FOR BREEDING PURPOSES. 


Beginning July 15th, 1921, there will be required, in order to obtain 
the free entry of horses, cattle, sheep, dogs and swine imported for breeding 
purposes under paragraph 1606 of the tariff act of June 17, 1930, 
evidence as follows:— 


1. The affidavit of the importer that he is a citizen of the United 
States and that the animals are imported specially for breeding purposes. 
This affidavit will be considered in connection with the circumstances of 
the importation, and any further evidence required which the collector 
may deem necessary to establish the allegations. 


The fact that the animals are pure bred, or a recognized breed, and 
accompanied by proper certificate, establishes their status as breeding 
animals. The use of such animals incidentally for driving or working is 
not inconsistent with the requirements for free duty. 


2. A certificate from the Department of Agriculture, stating that the 
animals are pure bred, of a recognized breed, and duly registered in the 
foreign book of record established for that breed. With this certificate 
there must also be produced and submitted to the collector the certificate 
of record and pedigree on which the certificate of the Department of Agri- 
culture is based, together with the affidavit of the owner, agert, or importer 
that such animals are identical with those described in the said certificates. 


In case any of the foregoing evidence cannot be furnished at the time 
of the arrival of the animals a voluntary bond may be given by the import- 
er in double the amount of the estimated duties, conditioned for the pro- 
duction of the required evidence within six months, which bond may be 
extended in exceptional cases for a like period on application to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and shall be cancelled only upon the production 
of the evidence for which it is given or upon payment of full liquidated 
duties. Should the importer so elect, estimated duties may be paid and 
a written stipulation filed with the collector within 10 days thereafter to 
produce the evidence within six months from the date of entry, where- 
upon the final liquidation will be suspended until the production of the 
evidence or the expiration of the six months. 
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EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE 
IMPORTATION OF DOMESTIC LIVE STOCK AND OTHER 
ANIMALS INTO THE UNITED STATES FROM 
CANADA. 

Effective on and after May 1, 1927. 


From Paragraph 2. The following named stations are designated 
as quarantine stations for the entry of animals from Canada: Calais, 
Vanceboro, Houlton, Monticello, Bridgewater, Mars Hill, Fort Fairfield, 
Limestone, Van Buren, Madawaska, Frenchville, Port Kent, Jackman 
and Holeb, Me.; Beecher Falls (Canaan), Island Pond, North Troy, 
Newport, Richford, St. Albans, Swanton, and Alburg, Vt.; Rouses Point, 
Mooers Junction, Chateaugay, Malone, Fort Covington, Hogansburg, 
Nyando, Louisville Landing, Waddington, Ogdensburg, Morristown, 
Alexandria Bay, Clayton, Cape Vincent, Charlotte, Niagara Falls, and 
Buffalo, N.Y.; Detroit, Port Huron, and Sault Ste. Marie, Mich.; 
Pembina and Portal, N. Dak.; Scobey and Sweetgrass, Mont.; Eastport 
and Porthill, Idaho; Spokane, Northport, Laurier, Danville, Perry, 
Oroville, Molson, Chopaka, Sumas, Blaine, Seattle, and Tacoma, Wash.; 
Portland, Oreg.; and Juneau and Skagway, Alaska. In special cases 
other stations may be designated under this paragraph by the chief of 
bureau with the concurrence of the customs authorities. 


CANADA. 


DECLARATION OF PURPOSE. 


Regulation 20.—For all cattle, sheep, goats and swine offered for 
importation into the United States from Canada there shall be presented 
to the collector of customs at the time of entry a statement signed by the 
owner or importer showing clearly the purpose for which said animals 
are to be imported. 


ANIMALS FROM FOREIGN COUNTRIES ENTERED THROUGH CANADA. 


Regulation 21.—Horses, cattle, sheep and other ruminants, and 
swine which have been shipped into Canada from foreign countries may 
be imported direct from the Canadian port of arrival subject to inspection 
at the port of entry, if accompanied bya certificate signed by a salaried 
veterinarian of the Canadian Government stating that they have met all 
requirements of the Canadian regulations governing their importation 
.into and quarantine in Canada. 


ANIMALS FOR SLAUGHTER. 


Regulation 22.—Animals imported from Canada into the United 
States for slaughter shall be consigned from the port of entry to some 
recognized slaughtering center and there slaughtered within two weeks 
from the date of entry or upon special permission obtained from the 
chief of bureau they may be consigned to other points and there 
slaughtered within the period aforesaid. 


CATTLE. 


Regulation 23.—Paragraph 1. Cattle from accredited herds.— 
‘Cattle from Canadian tuberculosis-free accredited herds offered for 
importation from Canada into the United States shall be accompanied 
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by a certificate signed by a veterinarian in the employ of and receiving a 
salary from the Canadian Government showing that the cattle are from 
such herds which have been tested for tuberculosis within one year 
from the date of importation. The certificate shall give the date of the 
last tuberculin test applied to said cattle, place of testing, and the descrip- 
tion of the cattle with ages and markings. 


Paragraph 2, Dairy and breeding cattle from other than accredited 
herds.—Except as hereinafter provided in this regulation, dairy and 
breeding cattle from other than Canadian tuberculosis-free accredited 
herds offered for importation from Canada into the United States shall 
be accompanied by a veterinarian’s certificate showing that he has in- 
spected the said cattle and found them free from any evidences of con- 
tagious disease and that, so far as it has been possible to determine, they 
have not been exposed to any such disease during the preceding 60 days. 
They shall also be accompanied by a satisfactory certificate of tubercu- 
lin test, which test shall have been made within 60 days next preceding 
the date of importation. ‘The date and place of testing and a description 
of the cattle tested showing their ages and markings shall be given in 
such certificate. The aforementioned certificates shall be signed or 
indorsed by a salaried veterinarian of the Canadian Government. Cattle 
herein described when not accompanied by the aforementioned certi- 
ficates shall be detained in quarantine at the port of entry for a period of 
not less than three days and be subjected to a tuberculin test by an 
inspector and such other tests as may be deemed necessary to determine. 
their freedom from disease. 


Paragraph 3. Grazing, feeding, and slaughter cattle-—Cattle 
offered for importation from Canada into the United States for grazing, 
feeding, and slaughter shall be accompanied by the certificate of a Cana-- 
dian official veterinarian or by a certificate signed or indorsed by a sala- 
ried veterinarian of the Canadian Government, showing that the cattle 
have been inspected by him and are free from any evidence of contagious 
disease and that, so far as it has been possible to determine, they have 
not been exposed to any such disease during the preceding 60 days: 
Provided, however, That such cattle arriving at the port of entry un- 
accompanied by either of the aforesaid certificates may be allowed entry 
subject to such conditions as the chief of bureau may prescribe. Cattle 
of a dairy or breeding type, even though entered for grazing or feeding, 
may be detained in quarantine for such period as within the discretion 
of the inspector at the port of entry may be necessary, not less, however, 
than three days, and during such detention shall be tuberculin tested by 
an inspector. 


Paragraph 4. Cattle from the Royal Agricultural Winter Fair— 
Cattle from the United States which have been exhibited at the Royal 
Agricultural Winter Fair, at Toronto, Ontario, and have not been in 
Canada in excess of 80 days, may be returned to the United States within 
a period of 10 days from the close of said fair without the certificates 
specified in this regulation: Provided, They are accompanied by copies 
of the tuberculin-test certificates which were accepted by the Canadian 
authorities at the time of entry into Canada: And provided further, 
That they are accompanied by a signed statement of the shipper or his 
agent to the effect that the cattle presented for entry are the identical 
cattle covered by the said tuberculin-test certificates and showing the » 
date upon which the cattle entered Canada, and that they were shipped 
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direct from the Canadian port of entry to the said fair and returned 

therefrom direct to the United States port of entry. When especially 

ordered by the chief of bureau the provisions of this paragraph may be 

“een to include cattle exhibited at other recognized expositions in 
anada. 


PLACARDING CARS AND MARKING WAYBILLS. 


Regulation 24.—Transportation companies shall securely affix to 
and maintain upon both sides of all cars carrying shipments of cattle 
which are imported from Canada for slaughter, durable placards not 
less than 514 by 8 inches in size, on which shall be printed with perma- 
nent black ink and in boldfaced letters not less than 1 4% inches in height 
the words ‘‘Canadian cattle for slaughter.’’ Each of the waybills per- 
taining to such shipments shall be plainly marked on the face thereof 
by the transportation company with the words “Canadian cattle for 
slaughter.” If the placards are removed, destroyed, or rendered illegible, 
they shall be immediately replaced by the transportation company. 
If the cattle are transferred en route to other cars, or the cattle are re- 
billed, the cars to which the cattle are transferred and the new waybills 
shall be placarded and marked in the same manner by the carrier which 
further transports the cattle or rebills the same. 


*SHEEP AND GOATS, 

*Certificates will not be required for wild sheep, deer, and other wild ruminants origin- 
ating in and shipped direct trom Canada. 

Regulation 25.—Paragraph 1. Breeding, feeding and grazing.— 
Sheep and goats offered for importation from Canada into the United 
States for purposes other than slaughter shall be accompanied by a 
veterinarian’s certificate showing that as a result of a careful physical 
examination of the sheep and goats on the premises of origin no evidence 
of contagious disease was found and that, so far as it has been possible 
to determine, they have not been exposed to any such disease common 
to animals of their kind during the 60 days immediately preceding the 
date of inspection. Such certificate shall be signed by a Canadian 
official veterinarian or signed or indorsed by a salaried veterinarian of 
the Canadian Government. When not accompanied by the certificate 
specified in this regulation, said sheep and goats shall be held in quaran- 
tine for a period of not less than 10 days and shall be dipped and subjected 
to such tests or other treatment as may be ordered by the chief of bureau. 


Paragraph 2. Slaughter.—Sheep and goats for slaughter may be 
imported from Canada into the United States without the certificates 
specified in paragraph 1 of this regulation, but shall be subject to the 
provisions of regulations 20 and 22. 


SWINE. 


Regulation 26. Paragraph 1. All swine imported from Canada 
into the United States shall be accompanied by a certificate signed or 
indorsed by a salaried veterinarian of the Canadian Government certify- 
ing to the facts set forth in either paragraphs (a) or (b) following: 

(a) That the swine have been immunized by simultaneous inocula- 
tion with anti-hog-cholera serum and hog-cholera virus; that no hog 
cholera or swine plague has existed on the premises on which the swine 
were kept during the period of 60 days immediately preceding the date o 
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movement therefrom; and that the swine were disinfected after immuni- 
zation with a 2 per cent solution of a permitted saponified cresol solution. 


(b) That no swine plague or hog cholera has existed within a radius 
of 5 miles of the premises on which they have been kept for a period of 
60 days immediately preceding the date of movement therefrom. 


Paragraph 2. Swine imported from Canada into the United States 
unaccompanied by a certificate as specified in this regulation will be 
quarantined at the port of entry for a period of two weeks. . 


HORSES. 


Regulation 27.—When so ordered by the chief of bureau, horses 
imported from Canada into the United States shall be accompanied by a 
satisfactory certificate of mallein test signed by an official Canadian 
veterinarian or signed or indorsed by a salaried veterinarian of the Cana- 
dian Government, or shall be presented by the importer at the port of 
entry for such test by an inspector. Those used in connection with 
stock raising (cow ponies) or mining and those for other purposes, whether 
for pleasure, driving, or teaming, may be admitted into the United 
States without inspection for a temporary stay at ports along the border, 
not exceeding a period of 10 days, and the same provision shall apply to 
horses returning to the United States from Canada after a stay in Canada 
of not to exceed 10 days. 


IN-BOND SHIPMENTS. 


Regulation 28.—Cattle and sheep in bond for export, if accompanied 
by the certificate required by paragraph 2 of regulation 23 or by regula- 
tion 25, respectively, showing freedom from disease, and also horses in 
bond for export, may be admitted into the United States from Canada 
without inspection at any of the ports named in regulation 4, in transit 
to and for export from Portland, Me., Boston, Mass., and New York, 
N.Y., subject to inspection at the port of export, provided, however, 
that such animals shall be inspected at the port of entry or at any points 
at which the bureau has inspectors stationed, if directed by the chief of 

ureau.

CANADIAN NATIONAL LIVE STOCK RECORD BOARD. 
MINUTES OF ANNUAL MEETING 
1933 


The twenty-eighth Annual Meeting of the Canadian National Live 
Stock Record Board was held at the Chateau Laurier, Ottawa, on 
Friday, March 17, 1933. 


Mr. J. D. Brien presided. 
Mr. Jno. W. Brant acted as Secretary. 


LUNCHEON. 


Luncheon was served in salons ‘‘B,” ‘‘C”’ and “D” of the Chateau 
Laurier. Mr. J. D. Brien occupied the chair. 


OPENING REMARKS. 


THE CHAIRMAN: We are indeed very glad, gentlemen, to have you 
with us at this our annual assembly. Before we start the regular business 
meeting we are to hear from some of the illustrious gentlemen that 
you see at the head table, all of whom are anxious to regale you with 
their oratory. We are not going to ask them to speak at length for some 
of them might want to talk for an hour or two. 


First we shall hear from the very good and true friend of all live 
stock men, Mr. Mark Senn, M.P., Chairman of the Agriculture Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons. Applause. 


Mr. MARK SENN: Gentlemen, I can assure you at the outset that 
I am going to obey to the letter the injunction of your chairman, and 
observe the three-minute rule. I am very pleased indeed to have another 
opportunity of meeting the representatives of the live stock breed asso- 
ciations of the Dominion of Canada, who are assembled here today, 
I believe, to look after the interests of those associations. 


It is hardly necessary to say, for it has been said so often before, 
that the live stock industry is the basis of agriculture, and that the 
better our live stock the greater the likelihood of agriculture being suc- 
cessful and prosperous. 


The Canadian National Live Stock Record Board, of course, has 
to do with the filing of pedigrees and so forth. While I believe that our 
records and pedigrees are important factors in the breeding and sale 
of live stock, I also believe that the important factor is the man behind 
the pedigree, for otherwise the purchaser who pays a fancy price is going 
to be in a most unfortunate position. You gentlemen have done much 
to raise the standard of the animals that are being produced and sold 
throughout the Dominion of Canada. So far the function of the govern- 
ment has been to too great an extent, I think, that of attempting to 
teach the farmers how to produce, how to produce at a profit and how 
to produce the very best class of product. Governments of all political 
stripes have failed when it comes to the marketing of agricultural pro- 
ducts. We as farmers can produce if we have the markets. 
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In these hard times, of course, it is very difficult to find markets, 
and unfortunately low prices prevail. It is always certain, however, 
that the best article brings the best price. Nevertheless, I believe the 
time has come when our governments, irrespective of party policies, 
must do something to assist the agriculturists in solving their marketing 
problems. The farmers have perceived this for some time past, and 
by means of cooperative organizations have endeavoured to realize to 
the best advantage from their products. Cooperation in this country, 
however, has failed to a very great extent, and I believe I can put my 
finger on the crux of the trouble. 


Cooperative organizations of every kind are generally very successful 
for a certain period, but after they reach a certain stage in their opera- 
tions they begin to branch out, and the history of such organizations 
shows that when they do that they always fail. We havein Canada, and 
I shall speak particularly of the province of Ontario, one branch of co- 
operative enterprise. which has been very successful. I refer to the 
Mutual Fire Insurance Companies which have provided the agricultural 
community with insurance at cost for many years. That success, I 
believe, is attributable to one thing, namely, that their operations are 
clearly defined by law. The insurance act clearly lays down the limit 


to which any fire insurance company can go, and at the same time the 


books of these companies are subject to direct.government inspection 
and approval. That is something which is very important indeed in 
the minds of the policy holders; it creates confidence; and I do not 
believe that cooperative enterprise will ever be as successful as it should 
be until some method of government supervision is instituted and some 
legal structure is provided to control and curtail such undertakings. 


The operations of other large enterprises, such as the banks, in- 
surance companies, and so on, are defined by law, and I believe that 
in the days to come something of this kind will have to be done in 
connection with the handling of farm products of different kinds. That 
is just a suggestion that I offer. You may think it is worthy of con- 
sideration, or you may not. 


As I stand here I look into the faces of men who are leaders of 


thought in the agricultural community of Canada, and while you have 


done miuch to build up the live stock industry, I believe there is another . 


field of endeavour in which you might very well become active, and that 
is in leading our people and instilling into them the idea that we have 
to get together, that we have to formulate some policy of collecting 
our agricultural products in order to market them in the most efficient 
and profitable way. | 


I thank you. Applause. 


THE CHAIRMAN:. We are always glad to have our good friend Mr. 
Senn with us. I am a bit surprised that he talked so much about the 
necessity of legal devices to the farmer, and I presume, when he spoke 
of government assistance, he referred to only one government. Laughter. 


The Hon. Robt. Weir in his search for a Deputy Minister was 
certainly successful, and made an excellent choice. It is rather a co- 
incidence that we have with us today Dr. Barton, the new Deputy 
Minister. I believe that this is the first meeting of live stock men that 
he has attended. It gives me very great pleasure indeed to introduce to 
you Dr. Barton, Deputy Minister of Agriculture. Applause. 


Rt a 
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Dr. BARTON: Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, it is unnecessary for 
me to say that I am very glad to find myself in the live stock atmosphere 
again. I know a great many live stock men throughout this country, 
most of whom I am proud to claim as my friends. I have done too much 
judging, perhaps, to dare to claim them all. 


Your chairman has suggested to me that I am somewhat like an 
animal on parade, and that I am here today as much for identification 
purposes as for anything else. I am willing to submit to that, I don’t 
mind it particularly, but when I am asked to speak I find it more 
embarrassing. My embarrassment comes, not from speaking to live 
stock men, but from the fact that conditions are what they are today, 
that my position, with all the responsibilities that it involves, is new 
to me, and that my own inclination is to say very little and to keep 
at work. I can assure you that there is plenty of that to be done. I 
am reminded of the darky preacher, who, at the conclusion of his sermon, 
asked the congregation to remain for the purpose of discussing the 
status quo. One old fellow got up and said, ‘‘What am de status quo?”’ 
The preacher looked over his glasses and said, ‘‘De status quo am dis 
dam’ mess we is in.’’ Laughter. 

I do not suppose that anybody has entirely escaped that ‘‘mess,’’ 
and no doubt different people react to it in different ways, and their 
impressions are coloured and governed by their personal relations and 
personal experiences. There is one aspect of it that has impressed 
itself upon me, partly, I suppose, as a result of my contacts, namely that 
we are in a time of changing values. When I speak of values I do not 
mean prices. I am speaking of changing values not in terms of money 
nor in terms of commodities alone, but rather of changing values in 
terms of service, of institutions, of organizations, of enterprises; and this 
is very challenging to all of us no matter what our interests may be. 


These changing values apply to live stock people individually, to 
their live stock, to their organizations and institutions, just as much as 
they do to things in any other field that one might mention, and I 
suppose, perhaps, I may make some reference to something else in which 
you are vitally interested, something which is Mr. Rothwell’s responsi- 
bility, our fairs and exhibitions. There are in this country long established 
institutions of this kind which have rendered great service; but is has 
been felt by Mr. Rothwell and some others in the department that 
even these institutions were open to challenge, and that we ought to 
examine them from the standpoint of value in every respect. As a 
department we have a responsibility towards them, moneys are granted 
to them, and it is only common sense that we should endeavour to see 
that the utmost value is secured from them. 


You people, too, are vitally concerned, because you constitute the 
heart of the live stock exhibitions just as you constitute the heart of 
agriculture. So, suggestions were made and regulations formulated. On 
the whole, I think they were extremely well formulated, and we are 
hoping that as a result there may come some really constructive ideas 
and proposals in connection with our fairs. 


As a matter of fact we cannot afford these institutions unless they 
are worth the money. They are big enterprises; some of them have 
become almost cumbersome. We should take a good look at them and 
see what we can see, and govern ourselves accordingly. My mind goes 
back to an experience that I had in France, a country of careful and 
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frugal people. A year ago last fall I had the privilege of attending a 
horse show there where for three days some four hundred stallions were 
on exhibition. These horses were shown in the town square, on the 
cobblestones, where, I presume, horses had been shown for a hundred 
years, not on tan-bark or sawdust. I was impressed by the fact that 
when a man in France or Belgium showed me a horse he did not expect 
me to look at him in the field, but took him to the road and on to the 
cobblestones. At the exhibition to which I refer, where they had a 
very thorough and elaborate system of exhibiting, the only building was 
a booth to provide protection, in the event of rain, for those who had 
charge of the records, and for a few of the big smokes from Paris; and 
that building was no more pretentious than many of the ice-cream 
booths that we have at our fairs. I was greatly impressed by that 
experience. It is true that conditions here are different, and I have 
not a word to say against that; but I am saying that we must be most 
careful to secure from our exhibitions the greatest value possible. 


While the live stock situation today is such as to make prognosti- 
cation hazardous, there are some things that strike me as being hopeful. 
On the other hand, there are some things too to which we would be very 
foolish to close our eyes. 


One branch of the live stock business which is of great importance 
is the dairy business, and, as you know, that is a very complex business. 
There are many angles to it, and there are some very disturbing features 
about it. But dairying is developing; it is capable of development to 
the nth degree, and the thought that I have with regard to it is that we 
must be prepared to face strenuous competition. There is an abundance 
of dairy products in sight, and the question is going to be who can 
produce the best and most acceptable product at the lowest price. 


Our internal situation today presents peculiar difficulties, but we 
have to do our best to cope with them. I am of opinion that we have 
got to do some rebuilding, some refocusing in the dairy industry. That 
cannot be done over night. We must, if we can, determine the direction 
in which we are heading, and take stock of our position and be guided 
accordingly. 

The hog situation is, I think, very hopeful. It would be difficult 
to give details, of course, even if I had the time at my disposal. There 
will be fluctuations, I. suppose, but despite the fluctuations we have 
had, and still may have, I think there is a growing stability and a 
gradual development of the industry as a business on more and more 
sound lines. We have not by any means solved all the problems. Our 
product is not as good as it ought to be. One cannot go to a packing 
house and watch the hogs going through without being impressed by 
the fact ne there is yet a long way to go. The processing side, however, 
is not all. 


I was saying to Mr. Brien, a man whom I regard as a master pig 
man, that the technique, and I use that term advisedly, the technique 
of hog production is very highly developed and that there are many 
people producing hogs who have not mastered that technique, or who 
are not able to apply it. 


As to the cattle business, while prices are not high, cattle are moving, 
and apparently there is a market for them that is capable of absorbing 
what we have to sell. Again, sales are based on the quality of the 
product. I do not believe that a quality product of any kind can be 
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produced without thoroughness. You cannot do any job without 
thoroughness, and that is where too often we fall down. 


I need not say anything about the sheep business, I suppose. There 
is nothing particular to worry about in that respect, except the fact, 
of course, that in common with many other things, sheep prices are low. 


The poultry people are always crowing, and as far as I can make 
out they have no intention of stopping. 


The fox people have had a good year and are very hopeful. 


The dog men are represented here, and I have been told that dogs 
are the best class of live stock in Canada as far as sales and prices are 
concerned. 


A brief glimpse of. the whole situation, while not as reassuring as 
we might like it to be, is not, to my mind, as discouraging as it has been; 
and I have a hunch, I cannot put it any stronger than that, that before 
long Canada is due for something of a break. 


You gentlemen here represent the Canadian National Live Stock 
Record Associations. I had no idea that you were such a formidable 
body. I regard the Canadian National Live Stock Records as one of 
Canada’s nationa] institutions, and there are not many of them in 
agriculture, when you think about it. While, as Mr. Senn rightly 
pointed out, the pedigree is not the animal, at the same time the pedigree 
is a very important part of the animal, and the care with which these 
pedigrees are safeguarded and the standards of registration maintained 
are very vital factors in the status of the whole live stock industry. 


To my mind Canada occupies an enviable position in that respect, 
and we should guard it very jealously. But the Canadian National 
Live Stock Records, like every other institution, are subject to challenge. 
I do not think the people responsible for that organization can afford 
to rest on their oars any more than anyone else. I have no accusations 
or suggestions to make, but I would approach the institution of the 
Canadian National Live Stock Records in the same way that I am 
trying to approach the service of the Department of Agriculture. I 
should be very sorry to do anything to disturb or jeopardize in any way 
any work that justifies itself, but I have an open mind with regard to 
any and to all. The reason for my attitude in that regard I have 
already suggested. 


I do not know that I have much more to say. I came to Ottawa 
with the hope that I might perform some useful service. I have not 
much faith in this ‘‘super-man stuff’? but I have every confidence in 
collective thought. So far as live stock is concerned, those of us who 
~ are responsible for the functioning of the department feel that we have 
your good will and your hearty cooperation, and I need not tell you 
that you will always be welcome and that we look to you to help us 
in every way you can. Applause. 


THE CHAIRMAN: We are indeed fortunate in having had Dr. Barton 
with us. I am sure we all appreciate what he has said. We have with 
us another good friend of agriculture in the House of Commons, in the 
person of Earl Rowe. 


; Mr. EARL Rowe: Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I am very glad 
indeed to be with you again at this meeting. It is not my intention 
to talk to you at any great length. 
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I may say that I always feel that I am in good company when I 
am with the live stock men. I have spent the greater part of my life 
with live stock and live stock men. I am glad to meet, as I know all 
of you are, the Deputy Minister of Agriculture, Dr. Barton. After 
listening to his remarks, I have been favourably impressed, as I know 
all of you have been. 


It is an inspiration to me to have the privilege of sitting next to 
our respected and esteemed friend Mr. Ben Rothwell, the dean of the 
live stock industry of this country. I have admired the vigour and the 
success with which he can show a Clydesdale stallion. I may tell you 
that I have seen him on his farm carrying on more actively than do some 
of the hired men on my farm. The fact that one can engage in the 
live stock business till he has reached the ripe old age that Mr. Rothwell 
has attained, and still retain to such a degree his physical and mental 
Sue: should, I think, be an incentive to all of us to remain in the 

usiness. 


Without wishing to say anything prejudicial to any other branch 
of Canadian agriculture, I may say that I feel certain that your branch 
of the industry is fundamental and most important in the life of the 
agricultural community. I say that because I think we all agree that 
the stability of Canadian agriculture depends upon the development of 
the live stock industry. 


I agree with the previous speaker that we are in a ‘“‘mess”’ so far 
as world conditions are concerned. We hear rumblings from Europe, 
and read of disturbances there. There is no telling to what extent 
those disturbances may spread. In Canada, we too, have had financial 
and economic disturbances, and at times they have become almost 
political. In our own business there are disturbances which may become 
critical, but no section of the community is putting up a more gallant 
battle in defence of the integrity of the nation than is agriculture. Bank 
ee and others have well termed agriculture ‘‘the basic industry 
of Canada.’’ 


While agriculture may be the basic industry of the country, we are 


receiving smaller returns in that industry than are being received in 
almost any other industry in this Dominion. But of necessity we must 
carry on. Those engaged in other industries can put their machine 
‘‘in grease’ as they say, but they can start them up again within thirty- 
six hours. I have never heard, however, that you could put a farm 
‘in grease,’’ or that if you did you could start production again in ten 
times thirty-six hours. 


I am in agreement with my close friend and colleague in the House 
of Commons, Mr. Mark Senn. We have discussed agricultural matters 
on many occasions, and at times, when he was in the humour to express 
his convictions, he has even charged me with holding radical views with 
respect to the live stock industry. Sometimes he acts as a safety device 
to prevent me going off at halfcock in reference to what may be done 
to assist in the marketing and distribution of our product. 


If the live stock industry is to be, as we believe it is, the basis of 
sound agriculture, it should have at least as much nourishment and 
stimulation as the grain industry or any other branch of agriculture. I 
believe that we should have a more systematic form of marketing our 
product, and more assistance in its distribution, and I think much could 
be done along that line. 
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I realize the importance of the Canadian National Live Stock 
Record Board, and I can promise you, Mr. Chairman, that if I can be of 
help to you in any way I shall do my very utmost. 


While I realize that the pedigree is not the all-important thing I 
appreciate the importance of good stock, and I realize that is it better 
for being backed up by a good pedigree. This reminds me of what an 
official of the Canadian National Railways told me on one occasion 
about a pure bred cow that had been killed by a train. He said that 
after listening for a quarter of a century to the claims of live stock 
breeders for pure bred animals killed by the railway, he was convinced 
of one thing, namely, that, whether or not live stock men approved of 
cross breeding, you could not by crossing a pure bred with any other 
animal increase its value to such an extent as you could by crossing it 
with a Canadian National locomotive. Laughter. I trust that few of 
your animals will be crossed with that kind of a sire, for the country is 
in somewhat difficult circumstances at present. 


THE CHAIRMAN: We are always glad to hear from Earl Rowe. 
He claims to be something of a radical, but you will notice that he is an 
orthodox politician when he says that agriculture is the basis of industry. 
Laughter. I can picture him telling that to the farmers of Simcoe. 
That is a habit that some politicians have, but I believe that Mr. Rowe 
and Mr. Senn really believe what they say. 


Now we have another gentleman with us whom we are always glad 
to see, Mr. George Rothwell, the Live Stock Commissioner. 


MR. GEORGE ROTHWELL: Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, the part 
of the government employee or official who goes to meetings of this kind 
has not been a very happy one during the last couple of years. At every 
meeting he attends he ‘‘gets hell’’ to use an expression that unfortunately 
is common among live stock men; and if he does not go to the meeting 
he gets it anyway because he did not go. 


It is a particular pleasure for me to be with you at this meeting, 
and I should like to say that the relationship of the Department of Agri- 
culture and the Canadian National Live Stock Records is a very pleasant 
one. We have such direct and frequent and distinct points of contact 
that we do not even have to consider the franking privilege. Of late 
we have adopted the principal of the Oxford Group, we are sharing our 
sins. Laughter. I can assure, you that while the Department of Agri- 
culture has no sins to confess, I have been astounded at the confessions 
from the other side. But we are getting along splendidly. 


As I said, out attitude is one of sharing, we share our troubles. 
When departmental appropriations are cut, we share the cut with the 
Live Stock Records. Laughter.. We try to get as much out of them 
as we can. On the other hand, I can assure you that they try to get as 
much out of us as possible. 


There are many things concerning live stock that I might refer to, 
and some of them are becoming more interesting all the time. They 
bear out what our Deputy Minister has said so well in so few words. 
I have only this to add to what he has said: Just watch the next few 
months. Applause. 


THE CHAIRMAN: We have another very prominent live stock man 
from the province of Ontario, Mr. R. W. Wade, Live Stock Commissioner 
of that province. 
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Mr. R. W. WADE: Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I may say that 
the province of Ontario has several memberships in the Canadian 
National Live Stock Records, and does quite a bit of work in the record- 
ing of stock with the Record Office. I am pleased to say that our 
experience has been a most pleasant one, and that we have the utmost 
confidence in the way in which the office is operated, and are always met 
with courtesy on the part of the officers of the Canadian National Live 
Stock Records. This relationship has been built up over a long period 
of years, and I want to say this while I am here to tell it and while the 
other fellow is here to hear me tell it. The man who has been at the 
head of the advance that has been made in the efficiency of the office 
and the carrying on of the work is that little chap at the other end of the 
table, Jack Brant. We all like Jack and know that he would almost 
eat out his heart to give service to the men who are raising and recording 
stock in this country. Applause. 


I am glad to see that officials of the Dominion Government are 
present, and the father of one of them, because I remember that the 
Canadian National Live Stock Records office was brought into existence 
through the cooperation of the live stock associations backed by the 
generous assistance of the Dominion Government. We were a small 
body of people at that time carrying on a big work, and the only way 
possible to maintain our commanding position with regard to records 
was to follow the course that we pursued. It is a remarkable thing that 
people come from all parts of the world to ask how we do this or that, 
and it is only because of the fact that the breed associations carry on 
together as brothers, and that we have an efficient office and an efficient 
committee composed of our leading live stock men, all of whom are work- 
ing in the best interests of live stock, ably assisted by the Dominion 
Government. I do not believe the time will come when this relationship 
will cease. I think it would be a most serious matter if we did not have 
the closest cooperation of the Government. Our predecessors built on a 
firm foundation, and even though we may at present bein straightened 
financial circumstances, I believe our record organizations will continue 
to grow steadily and gain in strength. 


The last few years have been difficult ones for some of our associa- 
tions, and if there is any one thing that I would regret more than another 
it would be to see the work held up by reason of the fact that any of them 
were unable to carry on through these hard times. 


Gentlemen, you are meeting here today as the representatives of 
the various breed organizations. Your duty, as you know, is to make 
the Canadian National Live Stock Records the best possible. You 
also, I think, have another duty. I do not think it is enough for you to 
come here and vote and then go away; I think that when you go back 
to your own associations you should impress upon them the idea that 
they must do certain things to keep abreast of the other associations in 
the front rank. 


There is one other matter I am going to mention. I think it is a 
forward stride. The swine breeders are at the present time adding a 
section to their book of record. This work has been going on slowly, 
conservatively and quietly. Everybody knows, everybody here, at 
least, wherein Jies the value of the pure bred. The value of the pure 
bred lies in the influence it exerts on our market commodity. If at any 
time we, as breeders or the associates of breeders, forget that the stock 
that we love and in connection with which we carry on is a factor in 
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improving the commercial stock of the country, we still have something 
to learn. Whatever we do to maintain standards reflects upon the 
commercial product, and we are going to reap a benefit from a commercial 
standpoint; and that in turn will be reflected back on the breeders, and 
they will gain a certain advantage from it. Applause. 


THE CHAIRMAN: So far we have not had any speeches or addresses 
from lawyers, but we have with us a very eminent member of the legal 
profession in the province of Quebec, and I should like to ask Mr.Charles 
Fremont, K.C., who is also a breeder of live stock, to say a few words. 


Mr. CHARLES FREMONT: Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I must 
not forget that I have come here not as a member of the bar but as a live 
stock breeder, and when I am asked by your chairman to say a_ few 
words on behalf of the province of Quebec, if I appear to be somewhat 
sentimental and less businesslike than those who spoke before me, I 
hope you will excuse me. 


As a representative of Quebec I feel that I am greatly honoured in 
being asked to address a meeting composed of men so prominent in the 
live stock breeding business, and it gives me a great deal of pleasure to 
have this opportunity. I may say to you that I know the people of 
Quebec and know their feelings, and every time I have an opportunity 
to do so, I tell them how much I appreciate and value my acquaintance 
with you gentlemen, and of your fairmindedness, and the real friendship 
that shows itself in your attitude to people who, although of a different 
race and speaking a different language, are fellow Canadians. Applause. 


On the other hand, I must ask you to believe me when I say that 
the province of Quebec is becoming less and less provincial. I have 
lived there for over forty five years, and during that time the sentiment 
in that province has changed greatly and, I believe, for the better. The 
people of the province of Quebec are getting more and more of a national 
spirit, and this is having a very good influence. 


On the 24th of June we in our province celebrate St. Jean Baptiste 
Day, just as you today are celebrating St. Patrick’s Day. In that 
connection I think that our compliments are due to our worthy and 
enthusiastic president and to all the gentlemen of the Irish race, who 
today are wearing the good old Shamrock, applause, but who at the 
same time are all good Canadians. 


We are confronted today with difficult and depressing times and the 
closer we unite as Canadians in general, the better it will be for the future 
of our great country. Quebec is turning in that direction today, a fact 
of which I am proud, and at every opportunity I endeavour to promote 
that spirit, for it is my firm conviction that that is as it should be. After 
all, Confederation Day is our day, even though we are perfectly justified 
in holding our own local celebrations. 


This morning the fox breeders appeared before the railway board 
to argue a case and to try to secure something which would bring us more 
into line with the other live stock men. We felt that we had been dis- 
criminated against in the matter of freight rates on feed for foxes. We 
had to try to convince the commissioners that fox breeding today is not 
the speculative industry that formerly it may have been but a commercial 
enterprise like the breeding of sheep, cattle, hogs or any other kind of 
live stock. We had to show them that our profits were fair profits and 
depended upon proper administration. I must say that it was a matter 
of satisfaction to me to line up with the other live stock men. 
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There is one subject which I think is of great interest to all the live 
stock breeders. You are no doubt aware that the Live Stock Pedigree 
Act was amended last year. This is a great thing for all of us inasmuch 
as today the only recognized registration is that conducted by our 
organizations, and that no company, organization or individual is allowed 
to represent that an animal is registered unless he has a certificate of 
registration issued through our own organization. The penalty for any 
violation of this measure is a heavy fine. This means that we are now, 
according to law, the only people in Canada who are authorized to 
register animals, and that nobody can claim to own registered animals 
unless they are registered through our own organization. I think this 
will do much to enhance the value of our product. 


I believe that such an organization as this, which is national in | 


character, holds a great future for all of us. We are united from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, and when representatives from every province 
in Canada meet together to discuss their problems in the broad spirit of 
Canadianism, and not with any local spirit, they are contributing to the 
unity which in the interest of Canada is necessary in such times as these. 
Applause. 


THE CHAIRMAN: I thank you, Mr. Fremont. 


I do not think it would be right for us to go away without hearing 
from a member of the Senate. We have with us here the youngest 
Senator of Canada. He comes from my part of the country, and I am 
indeed proud that he is here today. Senator Little will say just a word. 


SENATOR LITTLE: Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I do not 
know just why it was that the chairman waited until a few moments ago 
before intimating to me that he was going to call upon me to say some- 
thing to you, and that I was to talk not about Jerseys but about the 
Senate. Whether he was prompted by jealousy or not I do not know. 
In speaking of the Senate, perhaps it will be sufficient if I give you some 
idea of my qualifications to sit in the Senate. You may have heard 
the Senate referred to as ‘‘The House of Disabilities.”” My disability, 
as you will discover very quickly, is my inability to make a speech. 
Laughter. 


I am very glad indeed to be here today with you because I am here 
in the dual capacity of a live stock breeder and a member of this Board. 
I think it is a matter of pride to the citizens of Canada generally that we 
should have such a representative meeting here today. You gentlemen 
represent what has been referred to more than once as the basic industry. 
Mr. Rowe has said that the bankers of the country have acknowledged 
live stock and agriculture as the basic industry. It is rather significant 
that it is the only business in Canada that the bankers have not taken 
over and tried to run. 


The breeders of pure bred live stock, along with the agriculturists 
generally, have taken perhaps a harder knock than any other class of 
the community. They have seen the value of their products steadily 
falling, and at the same time they have been unable to discern any de- 
crease in prices in the markets in which they have to buy. Nevertheless, 
I believe that we have grounds for the optimistic spirit which has 
prevailed during the past two or three years. 


We have seen a great improvement in live stock generally. The 
day of the scrub bull is gone forever. The chairman of the agricultural 
committee of the House of Commons has referred to the matter of 
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pedigrees, and has said that they are not all that is necessary, that we 
sometimes lay too much stress on that particular feature. I believe, 
however, it is a very important feature, and that as a result of it breed 
associations, fair associations and agricultural exhibitions are doing a 
better work than they did in the past when times were good. 


Mr. Senn has spoken of the need for cooperation. One of the greatest 
lessons we learned from the war was the lesson of cooperation and the 
value of all of us as individuals in giving public service. It occurs to me 
that perhaps we have forgotten some of those lessons, and that we are 
not at the moment cooperating as we should. I believe that if we could 
get together in the spirit that prevailed twenty years ago we might 
possibly reach the top of the heap a little more rapidly. With you 
gentlemen lies the opportunity to give a lead to agriculture generally, 
and I believe you are doing that very thing today. I thank you. 
Applause. 


THE CHAIRMAN: You have heard the youngest senator speak. 
I shall now ask one who is perhaps the oldest active live stock man in 
Canada to say a few words, Mr. Ben Rothwell. 


Mr. BEN ROTHWELL: Gentlemen, in view of the fact that I seem 
to be the patriarchal figure in this assembly, I asked the chairman to not 
feel hurt if I undertook to bid you welcome to Ottawa and to express 
very great pleasure at seeing you here. 


I should like to echo one or two words uttered by Mr. Wade with 
respect to the high standing of Canadian records in all parts of the 
world, and incidentally to state that very great credit is due to Mr. Brant 
and his very capable staff. 


I thank you for the very kind words that you have said about me 
today, and as an old man I want to give you just one piece of advice. 
Cultivate a hobby, because even though it is not very profitable it will 
give you great satisfaction. Secondly, cultivate the habit of laughing 
heartily when things seem to be at their worst. Sometimes you can 
almost laugh at fate. Applause. 


THE CHAIRMAN: Now we will have five minutes intermission 
before we commence the business session.

MINUTES OF LAST ANNUAL MEETING. 


THE CHAIRMAN: I think most of you have the report of the last 
Annual Meeting in your hands. It is rather voluminous. Is it your 
desire that the minutes be read, or shall we take them as read? 

It was moved by Mr. J. M. Gardhouse, seconded by Mr. Ben 
Rothwell : 

That as the minutes are somewhat lengthy, and as they are 
printed, they be taken as read. 

Mr. JNO. W. BRANT: Mr. Chairman, before the motion is carried 
and the minutes adopted, there is a correction which I have been re- 
quested to make. On page 137 some remarks are credited to Mr. Ross. 
They are the remarks of Mr. Reeves. Mr. Ross wrote to me asking, 
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if he were not at this meeting, that I draw attention to the error. Last 
year we did not have our regular reporter with us, and apparently the 
man who was here confused the names in his notes. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You have heard the statement of Mr. Brant. He 
has made the change in his copy of the minutes. 

The motion of Mr. Gardhouse, seconded by Mr. Rothwell, was 
agreed to. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 
THE CHAIRMAN: The financial statement is to be found on pages 
6 and 7 of the report. 
It was moved by Mr. Napier, seconded by Mr. H. D. Smith: 
That the financial statement be adopted. 
The motion was agreed to. 


CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS. 


THE CHAIRMAN: I have often wondered why this item of the 
Chairman’s address is slipped in here. I have referred to many author- 
ities, but I have never been able to find it stated any place that the 
chairman was supposed to make an address. Therefore my remarks 
this afternoon will not be an address. As the boy said about the core, 
“There ain’t gonna be none.”’ 


One of the benefits of holding our annual meeting in Ottawa comes 
the fact that we are surrounded by wonderful orators who can be called 
upon at any time to make addresses. You have heard some of them 
this afternoon. That eliminates the necessity of the chairman attempt- 
ing to make an address, even if he could. 


Perhaps I would be lax in my duty if I did not briefly review the 
activities of this board during the past year. Like most other institu- 
tions and associations, we have been beset with difficulty arising from 
the conditions that have affected all businesses. There are. still some 
clouds hanging around the horizon, but we have hope. We have done 
our work to the best of our ability, and it is rather remarkable that 
we have come through as well as we have. 


For the last two months our receipts have been falling at the rate 
of about $1,000 per month. That is a very serious situation. On page 
35 of the Annual Report you will find a comparative statement for the 
last five years. We are hoping, of course, that we have reached the 
bottom. Everybody, I think, anticipates that times will improve, and 
we hope that before the end of the year our receipts will show an increase. 
Nevertheless, the fact remains that our receipts are badly diminished. 


Like all other institutions we have endeavoured to cut our expenses. 
We have examined every department closely and have curtailed wherever 
we could. But notwithstanding that the situation is not satisfactory to 
those who are conducting the records. 


You will remember that last year the Government threatened to 
cut off the usual grant to this organization. Acting upon a resolution 
of this association a committee waited upon the Minister of Agriculture 
and was successful in convincing him of the necessity of continuing the 
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grant. While the grant was continued certain perquisites that we have 
always enjoyed, such as printing, furnishing of stationery, telephones, and 
so on, were cut off. This meant that we had to make up an item of 
about $6,000 out of our regular income. 


Our printing contract ran out last year, and after many conferences 
we were able to make a new contract with our printers and thereby 
anticipate a considerable saving. 


I may say that when we were looking around for ways and means 
of making our revenue meet our expenditures, the officers of the board, 
I mean the officers, who are doing the work, from Mr. Brant down, 
volunteered to take a ten per cent reduction in salary. I think their 
action was an admirable one. It meant a saving of $12,000 last year. 


Mr. Brant says that if we think it wise they are prepared to take 
a further reduction of ten per cent, which would mean an additional 
saving of about $6,000 or $7,000 this year. 


The other day we were confronted with a somewhat peculiar and 
disturbing situation. It came like a bolt from the blue. The Post 


Office Department refused to continue the franking privilege, which we © 
have enjoyed for twenty-seven years. I shall just outline what this. 


means to us. It is something like this: In 1932 we sent out from our 
office 7,535 registered letters, at approximately fifteen cents each, making 
a total of $1,130.25. This also will give you some idea of the amount 
of work done. In addition, there were 113,615 ordinary letters, at five 
cents each, amounting to $5,680.75. 38,882 books were sent out, which 
would amount to $728.58. This means that if we had had to pay the 
postage usually charged by the Post Office Department, we would have 
had to meet an expenditure of $7,539.58. 


In the incoming mail we received approximately 2,786 registered 
letters, which at fifteen cents a piece would amount to $417.90; there 
were received 70,559 ordinary letters, which at five cents each would 
amount to $38,527.95, or a total of $3,945.85 if the postage had been 
paid by you in the regular way. So, if we had had to pay postage on 
both outgoing and incoming mail, the cost would have amounted to 
$11,485.48. That is a considerable item, especially in times like these 
when every effort is being made to curtail expenditures. 


A committee came down here, and was fortunate indeed in being 
able to arrange a meeting with the Postmaster General. I want to be 
quite fair to the Department of Agriculture. They made every effort 
to have this franking privilege continued, but in view of the unfortunate 
illness of Mr. Weir your committee had no other recourse than to go 
to the Postmaster General himself. He has now agreed to extend the 
franking privilege that we have enjoyed for so long until such time as 
the Hon. Mr. Weir is well enough to enter into consultation with him. 
It would seem to be necessary, however, that a strong committee be 
appointed from our association to take up this matter and endeavour 
to have it settled permanently that the franking privilege, which was 
part of the agreement when the Live Stock Records Board was formed, 
be lived up to. 


Another matter that caused some discussion last year was the dump- 
ing duty that was levied on pure bred stock imported into the country. 
Thanks to the help of Hon. Mr. Weir and his assistants, we were able 
to have that removed. 
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There are, of course, other matters that I might mention; but, 
as I said at the outset, I am not going to talk very long but am going 
to leave the meeting open to you for a frank discussion. 

MR. NAPIER: Mr. Chairman, I do not know that I have very 
much to say about this matter, but I think it should be emphasized 
and that the breed delegates should realize what a serious thing it may 
be for all breeds concerned. I think Mr. Brant has copies of some of 
the original agreements whereby the franking privilege became one of 
the planks in the formation of the platform of Canadian National Live 
Stock Records. I would not suggest that the secretary read all the agree- 
ments, but I think he should read the parts relating to the postal 
privilege. 

MR. BRANT: I suppose that very few here know what the agreement 
was. It was made back in 1905, a time when very few of the present 
members were members of the Board. I doubt if many of the original 
members are here. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I think it would be of interest to all if you were 
to read the main parts of the old documents. 

MR. BRANT: This is the original agreement made with the Canadian 
Ayrshire Breeders Association. It is dated April 19, 1905. I may say 
that at that time all existing live stock associations had similar agree- 
ments, reading word for word. 

The first paragraph, the preamble, is just explanatory, and as it 
is somewhat lengthy I shall not read it. . 

The fifth paragraph is possibly the most important paragraph in 
the agreement. 

The whole question hinges on just what that means. We have not the 
slightest doubt that when the agreement was drawn it was meant to 
cover the franking privilege. But it does not say so. 

The remainder of the agreement reads as follows : 

2) IT IS FURTHER EXPRESSLY UNDERSTOOD AND 
AGREED that neither the Department nor any of its officers, clerks 
or employees shall receive or administer any moneys belonging to 
or intended for the Association but such moneys shall be received 
directly by such person or persons as the Association may appoint 
for that purpose, who shall be accountable to the Association for 
said moneys without any responsibility on the part of the Department 
for the same; nor shall any of the officers, clerks or employees of 
the Department act in any capacity for the Association, except as 
hereinafter expressly provided. 

3: THAT in case the Minister or any officer of the Dominion 
Government furnishes money to aid any undertaking of the Associa- 
tion; the officers, directors and servants of the Association shall alone 
be responsible for the expenditure of the said money, in accord- 
ance with the instructions given by the Minister or officer representing 
him, when said money is furnished. 

4, THAT the Association shall, under the Act Respecting the In- 
corporation of Live Stock Record Associations, (assented to June 
14th, 1900), under which the Association is incorporated, control and 
administer the affairs and finances of the Association, in accordance 
with the Constitution and Bylaws of the Association; except that 
the office of the Registrar shall be at Ottawa and all Certificates 
shall be issued therefrom. : 
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5. THAT the Department shall supply free of charge an office 
heated and lighted for the use of the Registrar and other persons 
similarly employed; and sufficient blank Application Forms and 
Certificates; and stationery for the use of the Registrar when attend- 
ing his official duties; and the regular postal messenger service. 


6. THAT, under the direction of the Minister, the Commissioner, or a 
member of his staff set apart for the purpose shall examine and 
approve, as hereinafter set forth each Certificate before affixing thereto 
the Seal supplied by the Department. 


G THAT the examination and approval of a Certificate shall 
consist of a careful inspection of the Application Form sent to the 
Registrar of the Association by the breeder or owner of the animal, 
and of the Certificate issued thereon. Said Application Form and 
Certificate shall state the facts and meet the conditions demanded 
by the Rules, Bylaws, &c. of the Association; otherwise the Seal 
shall not be affixed to the Certificate. 


8. THAT the examination of the Certificates and the affixing of 
the Seal shall not be unduly delayed. If possible, each certificate 
shall be examined, have the Seal affixed and be mailed to the owner 
on the day in which it is issued by the Registrar. 


9; THAT the Seal shall be at all times in the possession of the 
Commissioner or the Senior Clerk engaged in this work, and said 
Seal shall only be used by one or other of these persons, and when 
not in use shall be locked in a secure place.

The last two paragraphs indicate that when the Department of 
Agriculture undertook to examine these certificates, and to affix the 
seal of the department, we became virtually, as far as the franking 
privilege was concerned, a part of the Department of Agriculture. 

MR. NAPIER: Have you anything from Mr. F. W. Hodson, the 
then Live Stock Commissioner on the matter? 


THE CHAIRMAN: Would Mr. Dryden say a word or two? He is 
perhaps the oldest member of the committee, and has been in very 
close association with the originator of Canadian National Records, Mr. 
Hodson. Mr. Dryden knows perhaps as much as, or more than anybody 
here about the agreements and what led up to them. 

Mr. W. A. DRYDEN: If you would not allude to me as the oldest 
in the crowd, Mr. Chairman, I would not mind saying a word. Laughter. 

The situation that has arisen in regard to the franking privilege is 
_just about the most serious problem which this Record Board has had

to face since I have been connected with it. Once or perhaps twice 
before the matter has come up for consideration, but the Record Board 
was never informed that the franking privilege would be taken away. 
Previously we have always had an opportunity to go into the matter, 
and to have it adjusted. 


On the present occasion, I think it was two weeks ago Tuesday, 
no notice was given at all. The privilege was just cut off, and Mr. 
Brant, the accountant or director of records, found that the outgoing 
mail for that day had been held in the post office for the payment of post- 
age. The incoming mail of that day and the following two days was 
also held for the payment of postage. Mr. Brant felt that the situation 
was serious, and he called Mr. Brien, Col. Bull and myself to come to 
Ottawa, where we had a conference with the Postmaster General. We 
asked that action be delayed until Mr. Weir was back at his office to 
take up the matter personally. 


Those of you who are among the newer members of the board pro- 
bably are not familiar with the history or the background in regard 
to this matter. Before the National Records were established, a number 
of record associations in Canada were issuing certificates, and one of 
the things that the live stock commissioner of that time, Mr. Hodson, 
and the Minister of Agriculture, the Hon. Sydney Fisher, held out as 
an inducement to the various organizations to come under a national 
scheme, was free postage, free office rent, and an annual cash grant. 


These things have been continued for some twenty-seven years, and 
we rather feel that they belong to us. I cannot conceive just why the 
Government or any officer of the Government should undertake, under 
present conditions, to cut off such a privilege. Mr. Hodson, who is 
quite an old man now, lives near me, and I have on the suggestion of 
Mr. Brant had a couple of conversations with him during the Jast two 
weeks. There is no doubt that the understanding, whether it was 
written or verbal, was that the organizations which were asked to dis- 
band and come into the National organization, were encouraged to do 
so by the inducements which the department offered. One of the most 
important of these was free postage; another was half the regular freight 
rates on the railways. 


Mr. Hodson had to do a great deal of work at that time in the 
way of organization and in persuading the Government and the two 
main railroads of this country to grant what was proposed, and the live 
stock organizations were sold on the idea of a national scheme of regis- 
tration, and a uniform certificate verified by the Department of Agri- 
culture, which would be accepted by the railways as authority to grant 
half rates. In order to put the proposal across the Hon. Sydney Fisher 
offered the extra inducement of free postage. 


If the Government of the day, it does not make much difference 
whether it is Grit or Tory, has any desire at all to assist agriculture, 
particularly the live stock end of agriculture, there is no cheaper way 
in which they can do it than by granting free postage. They do not 
have to put on one additional postal employee. The men already engaged 
in the service can handle the mail without difficulty. 


If this privilege is taken away I think it will be the beginning of 
the end of the Canadian National Live Stock Records System, I think 
it is just that serious, and I think that, as has been suggested by Mr. 
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Brien, it might be well for the new committee to appoint a subcommittee 
to confer with the Minister of Agriculture and support him in whatever 
he attempts to do to remedy the situation. Applause. 


THE CHAIRMAN: I will ask Mr. Brant to read an extract from a 
speech delivered by Mr. Hodson, many years ago, in relation to this 
agreement. 


Mr. BRANT: This is an extract from the minutes of the Seventh 
Annual Meeting of the Canadian Ayrshire Breeders Association, held in 
the Monument National, Montreal, Quebec, on February 10, 1905. Hon. 
Senator Owens in the chair. 


The President then called upon Mr. F. W. Hodson, Dominion 
Live Stock Commissioner, to address the meeting on the subject of 
Nationalizing the Association Records. In _ the course of his 
remarks, Mr. Hodson showed the breeders that if they did not 
make them the Records National in character each province would 
establish a record of its own and this would be detrimental to the 
live stock interests of the country. As there were several records 
in each province each issuing a different certificate it made it im- 
possible for the railroads to determine which were reliable, and 
a great many forms had been used in shipping animals instead of 
proper certificates. On this account the railway authorities 
threatened to cancel the half rates on pure-bred stock, and at a 
recent meeting of the Canadian Freight Association passed a ruling 
“That all record certificates accepted by the railroads must be 
of uniform size and appearance and bear the seal of some central - 
body, recognized as reliable by the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture.”’ Mr. Hodson also pointed out to the breeders that the 
nationalization of Canadian records would reduce the expenses -of 
the breeders very materially. They would save in postage and 
express alone $1,500 per year. In clerical work at least $2000 could 
be saved, making a total saving by nationalization of $3500 per 
year, which in ten years would amount to $35,000 saved to the 
farmers and breeders of Canada. He said National Records would 
establish and extend interprovincial trade, and, in fact, without 
national records and a national association the interprovincial trade 
that now exists would decrease rather than increase. 


Mr. R. R. Ness and Mr. J. G. Clark spoke briefly regarding 
the great benefits to be derived if they nationalized their association 
and records, and on motion of R. R. Ness, seconded by J. G. Clark, 
it was resolved : 


“That the Canadian Ayrshire Breeders Association at once pro- 
ceed to Nationalize their Association and Records. That the 
office be transferred from Toronto to Ottawa. That J. W. Nimmo 
be Registrar. That Robert Ness, Sr., Howick, Que., J. G. 
Clark, Ottawa, and Senator Owens, Montreal, Que., be a com- 
mittee to meet the Live Stock Commissioner and complete 
arrangements forthwith.”’ Carried. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You will understand, gentlemen, that while this 
pertains particularly to the Ayrshire Association, there was a similar 
agreement with all other existing record associations. 

Mr. J. M. GARDHOUSE: Mr. President and gentlemen, I just wish 
to endorse what has already been said by Mr. Dryden and the chairman. 
Having been associated with the Record Board for a great many years, 
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I remember the splendid work done by the late Hon. John Dryden, and 
Hon. William Smith, in association with Mr. Hodson, the live stock 
commissioner, and Hon. Sydney Fisher, the then Minister of Agriculture. 


There is no doubt about what the understanding was at the time. 
I well remember presiding at a meeting of an association at that time 
when Mr. Hodson stated that if the centre of operations was moved 
from Toronto to Ottawa and a uniform certificate was issued, one of 
the great benefits would be free postage, to say nothing of free form 
printing, half rates on the railways, and some other things that we have 
since enjoyed. It does seem to me that the loss of the franking privilege 
would result in great hardship .to the live stock industry. I think that 
when the new committee is elected its first duty should be to appoint 
a subcommittee to get in touch with Mr. Weir as soon as his health 
permits, and take up with him the question that is now before us, and 
do everything possible to retain the privilege of free postage for the 
breeders and those interested in the live stock industry. 


THE CHAIRMAN: It may be of interest to you to know the names 
of the associations from which the Canadian National Live Stock Records 
sprung, and the men who were interested at that time.

Those are the men who met in 1905 to consider the nationalization 
of records. You will observe that every province was ably represented. 


What is your pleasure regarding this discussion, gentlemen? 


Lt.-CoL. BARTLEY BULL: I do not think it has been quite clearly 
brought. out that the Minister of Agriculture, Mr. Weir, has said that 
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he is absolutely with us and will do everything he can to maintain this 
privilege. 
THE CHAIRMAN: If there is no further discussion, I think perhaps 
it would be wise to pass a resolution authorizing the incoming committee 
to take up this matter and deal with it as circumstances prescribe. 
It was moved by Mr. W. A. Dryden, seconded by Victor Sylvestre : 
‘‘That the incoming Record Committee be directed to take up 
the question of the franking privilege, and to deal with it as they 
see fit.’’ 
The motion was unanimously agreed to. 


ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION. 


THE CHAIRMAN: I think you will all recall the splendid address of 
Mr. Fremont, in which he mentioned the Live Stock Pedigree Act. You 
have all had drafts of amendments to your constitutions, and have been 
considering them. I think it would be wise for the various associations 
to accept the proposed provisions, and also that this Record Committee 
should have authority from this Annual Meeting to proceed with articles 
of incorporation of the Canadian National Live Stock Records under 
the provisions of the Act. A motion to that effect would be in order. 

It was moved by Lt.-Col. Bull, seconded by Hon. F. C. Biggs: 

That the Record Committee proceed with application for 
incorporation of this board. 


The motion was agreed to. 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 
THE CHAIRMAN: Now we come to the election of officers. 


Mr. NAPIER: In view of the remarks of Mr. Dryden and the discus- 


sion that has arisen in regard to the franking privilege, I would propose 
that as far as possible we should retain the old board. I would therefore 
move: 

That the present Chairman, Mr. J. D. Brien, be appointed for 
another term. 

Mr. BRANT, Secretary: Are there any other nominations, 
gentlemen? 

There being no other nominations I declare the nominations closed, 
and Mr. Brien elected Chairman for 1983-34. Applause. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I thank you, gentlemen. With the assistance 
of you gentlemen I shall do my best to merit your confidence for another 
year. 3 

The following were nominated for election to the Record Committee: 
Messrs. W. A. Dryden; J. M. Gardhouse; F. C. Biggs; J. P. McEwen; 
Duncan Campbell; Charles Fremont; Bartley Bull, and A. A. Macdonald. 


Mr. SYLVESTRE: I should like to nominate Mr. Morin. He could 
not be here. He is at another meeting in Quebec. 
Mr. BRANT: Gentlemen, the constitution of this board calls upon 


me to notify the members thirty-one days before a meeting, and I had 
to notify those who were members of the board at that time. Mr. Morin 
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was a member at that time, but he was not reelected by the association 
that he represented last year, therefore he is not eligible to be elected a 
member of the Record Committee. 


MR. SYLVESTRE: I thank you very much. I withdraw my nomina- 
tion. 


Mr. BRANT: In that connection I might say that in my opinion 
thirty one days is too long a period, and I was going to suggest that 
when we apply for incorporation it should be changed to sixteen days 
instead of thirty one. That would take care of cases of this kind. 


MR. SYLVESTRE: It would be better to make it fifteen days. We 
had our provincial meeting just fifteen days ago. 


On motion of Mr. Napier, seconded by Mr. Gardhouse, the 
nominations were declared closed. 


THE CHAIRMAN: I appoint Mr. Hitchman and Mr. Dawson to act 
as scrutineers and to distribute the ballots. There are six to be elected, 
gentlemen. 


While the scrutineers are collecting the ballots, I feel certain all 
present would like to hear a few words from our old friend Mr. Chagnon, 
formerly live stock commissioner of the province of Quebec. 


Mr. S. J. CHAGNON: Gentlemen, I am very pleased to be here 
today. Perhaps I should give my reasons for being here. I was 
nominated by one of our associations at its last meeting to represent 
that association here, but unfortunately that meeting was held only 
fifteen days ago so I am here as a stock breeder. Nevertheless, I am 
pleased to be here. 


It has been my privilege for a number of years to attend the meetings 
of the live stock breeders of Canada, and there is no class of people that 
I meet with greater pleasure. You gentlemen represent the better class 
of farmers in the country, and I think I am safe in saying that the 
breeders of pure bred live stock are perhaps the men most needed in the 
development of agriculture today. 


We have experienced some bad years, it is true, but the news from 
the markets during the past two or three weeks has been somewhat 
encouraging. The turn will come, and as it does the breeders of 
commercial live stock will realize that they need better stock on their 
farms. Our breeders of commercial cattle and hogs and sheep and 
horses, and so on, will learn that the breed must be improved, and that 
nobody but the pure bred live stock breeders can supply the good sires 


and females necessary to improve their flocks and herds throughout the 
country. 


Gentlemen, you are here to see that the recording of pure bred 
animals is done in a proper way. I was pleased to hear the live stock 
commissioner for Ontario and Mr. Ben Rothwell his father speaking of 
the high esteem in which our records are held throughout the world. 
The work has been well handled by men who know their duty. It is 
very satisfying to have pedigrees that our customers accept willingly 
because they know they are correct. This places upon the breeder a 
duty to see that the animals are all that the pedigrees represent them to 
be, and as our animals improve and markets improve confidence will be 
restored among our farmers, and they will come to us to select stock. 
You, Mr. Chairman, know that the man who buys a good Berkshire boar 
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or sow does so to improve his stock and to make money on his swine. 
The same principle applies to dairy cattle, beef cattle, horses, sheep and 
poultry. 

I thank you. Applause. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I think Mr. A. A. Macdonald would like to say a 
word or two to the meeting. 

Mr. A. A. MACDONALD: Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I need 
hardly say what pleasure it gives me to be here on this occasion and to 
have the opportunity of seeing familiar faces, meeting old friends, and, 
in this time of trial and tribulation, of discussing with them experiences 
and joys and pleasures in this work. 

The Canadian Hereford Breeders Association feels that in the 
Canadian National Live Stock Records it has an indispensible friend. 
It has been my privilege to come into very close contact with the officers 
of this board in regard to certain less pleasant features of the work, the 
scrutiny of pedigree and the untangling of difficulties. I may say that 
we have always received the most loyal assistance and the kindliest 
cooperation. 

I rather envied the Hon. Mr. Little. He said that the problems 
connected with the scrub bull had disappeared. I imagine he was 
referring to the dairy industry. I am sorry to say that in the beef 
breeds we have not yet reached the millenium. 

Advanced registration has always seemed to be a millenium which 
has never materialized. - The Canadian National Live Stock Records 
have been invaluable to us. | 

I think I express the feeling of all present when I say that we miss 
the Hon. Mr. Weir. He is one of the most valued members of our 
association. We all regret his recent severe illness, and hope for his 
speedy return to health. I should like to move: 

“That a message be sent to the Hon. Mr. Weir, Minister of 
Agriculture, to convey to him our sympathy in regard to his recent 
severe illness; to express the hope that a speedy return to health 
will soon enable him to again assume the duties of his office; and to 
inform him of our sincere appreciation of all that he has done in the 
past for the live stock industry of Canada.”’ 

Hon. F. C. Bieas: Mr. Chairman, it gives me a great deal of 
pleasure to second that motion. At different times during the last year 
we appeared before Mr. Weir in regard to certain matters, and I am sure 
that if.it had not been for his sympathy and very loyal "support of our 
work we never would have obtained any satisfactory solution of the 
various problems we placed before him. We all sympathize with him 
in his condition at this time, and more particularly because he is 
prevented from expressing his opinions in the House of Commons. l1 
know that everybody hopes he will speedily be restored to health. 

The motion of Mr. Macdonald, seconded by Mr. Biggs, was agreed 
to. 

I see another patriarchal figure here in the person of James Bovaird. 

Mr. JAMES BOvVAIRD: Mr. Chairman, I communicated with our 
secretary yesterday and asked him what information he had, and he 
said he had been in communication with Mr. Brant, who had told him 
that everything was fine. Therefore I did not come prepared to say 
anything. 
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I have no fault to find with the Record Board, they are doing their 
part; but I have one complaint to make. When we ship horses to the 
United States for racing purposes, before they enter the United States 
we have to put up a cash bond at the border. On the other hand, when 
horses are being shipped here from the United States, the shippers do not 
have to do anything of that kind. They don’t have to put up any cash. 


THE CHAIRMAN: They haven’t got any. 


Mr. BovairpD: I don’t think they are asked for it. They are 
under bond to ship the horses back at a certain time, but if a horse breaks 
its leg or dies, it is left here, or if it is no good it is left here. I think 
someone should take this matter up with the Government. It seems 
to me it should work both ways. Mr. Rowe could probably help us 
out there. What is sauce for the goose is sauce for the gander. 


I know of men who had to wait three weeks before they could get 
their horses started, and I do not think it is a fair deal. 


Some citizens of the United States are getting the better of us in a 
great many ways. In order to race on United States tracks we have 
to register in the United States whether we wish to or not. We cannot 
race horses in our own country unless they are registered in the United 
States. I think that is very unfair. The trouble lies with the Canadian 
Racing Association. The Government and this Record Board are 
willing to accept our Canadian National Records, but the Canadian 
Racing Association is not. The only thing the Government could do 
would be to withhold the license for racing on Canadian tracks until 
Canadian registration is accepted. 

I am glad to see everybody here looking so well and happy. It 
would seem that the depression is not hurting anybody very much. I 
think that if we all put our shoulders to the wheel we will get it rolling. 
Perhaps we have seen the worst. I am inclined to believe that we have 
struck the bottom and that the worst is past. I know that I have found 
_business a little better during the past three months than it has been for 
the last year. I thank you. Applause. 


REPORT OF SCRUTINEERS. 


The scrutineers reported to the meeting that the following had been 
elected: Messrs. Dryden, Gardhouse, Biggs, McEwen, Campbell. 


THE CHAIRMAN: I declare these five gentlemen elected. We will 
oa proceed with another ballot for Mr. Fremont and Col. Bull, who are 
tied. 

‘THE CHAIRMAN: While we are awaiting the result of the ballot 
I am going to call on Mr. Robertson. 

MR. GEORGE ROBERTSON: I have a confrere here, Mr. Taylor, 
Secretary of the Canadian National Poultry Record Association, and I 
am going to request that he speak instead of me. 

Mr. A. G. TAYLOR: The Canadian National Poultry Record 
Association is, 1 believe, the youngest of the National Record Associations. 
We have been registering for just ten years. Our first registrations were 
put into effect in 1922. At the present time we have about 12,500 
poultry registered on the books of the Association. Each year poultry 
registration has grown. I am going to give you just a few figures show- 
ing the growth of poultry registration in Canada, but before doing so I 
want to say a word in explanation of what the Poultry Association is.

Poultry registration is somewhat different from the registration of . 


other live stock. Live stock is registered on ancestry, but the funda- 
mental principle of poultry registration is production. We take it for 
granted that we have started our work at the point that you others 
eventually are going to reach. A bird may have five generations of 
production bred birds in its line, all of which may have been registered, 
but if it fails to come up to a standard for egg production or egg size it 
drops out of the picture. 

In other words, we are eliminating our bad birds as we go along, 
all birds that fail so far as utility is concerned. Our standard is two 
hundred eggs in twelve months of the pullet year, and if the eggs do not 
weigh twenty-four ounces to the dozen, the hen goes down even though 
she lays two hundred and fifty. 


When we started our registration we looked for production only, 
and paid no attention to egg size. It was soon apparent that we were 
producing birds that produced small eggs, so we added a new provision 
to the regulations. Weights are taken once weekly, and the average is 
reached. If the average is 23.5 ounces the hen fails regardless of produc- 
tion. So much for our standards. We believe they are about right. 
They certainly have eliminated all the poor birds and, we think, have 
brought in all the good ones. 


As we go along we are going to increase the number of registered 
birds, and we are going to raise our standards. For the first three years 
we registered no males, the reason being that males are registered only 
from what we call second generation registered females. That is, you 
have to have the dam and the grand dam registered before you can 
register a male. 

During the first year of our registration, 1922, we registered 269 
birds, all females; the next year there were 398; the third year 753. In 
the fourth year we registered 39 males and 822 females; the fifth year, 
72 males, and 984 females; the sixth year we registered 251 males, that 
is the first year they were a factor, and 904 females. These figures have 
grown annually. Last year we registered in the neighbourhood of 750 
males and 1,400 females. 


The registration of poultry is bound to grow, because of the fact 
that we have laid a foundation. We have eliminated the poor lines, and 
are now concentrating on the good lines. At our last annual meeting 
in Toronto we introduced a clause providing for advance registry for 
males. Our advance registry for males is based purely on breeding. 
We take registered males and offer them advance registry when they 
have mated to a number of females that have produced a given number 
of daughters that have produced eggs enough of a certain weight to 
qualify them for registration. The standard is high. Whether it is too 
high or not, I do not know, but poultry registration has been based 
purely and simply on economic qualities. 


I was very glad to hear two or three of the speakers emphasize the 
fact that pedigree is not everything in registration. The Canadian 
National Poultry Record Association has taken hold where it thought 
it saw weaknesses in the other associations, where you are registering 
animals simply because they are from registered parents. We recognize 
that there are many poor progeny, and we have attempted to eliminate 
them at the start. In ten short years we have gained a reputation out- 
side of Canada that is well worth while. We have a number of good 
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United States buyers who come to Canada yearly for birds which are 
of registered standard. They recognize that our standards are high 
and that our records are right, and therefore, that our pedigrees mean 
something. They are taking them as they stand, which is the best 
recommendation we can have. 

Poultry registration has gained a footing in Canada, in South 
America, in the British West Indies, and even in England. Most of the 
letters of inquiry coming to Canada eventually find their way to me, as 
Secretary of the Canadian National Poultry Record Association. Not 
long ago we sent an order to Trinidad, and in return I got one of the 
finest letters I have ever seen from a buyer to a shipper. He was 
tickled to death with the birds, and assured me that there was only one 
stumbling block in the way of good trade between Canada and the West 
Indies, namely, the transportation rates. 

Buyers recognize that our birds are the kind to improve their stock. 
What I have said about Trinidad holds true of South America, the 
Argentine Republic. We have frequently had letters from there expres- 
sing satisfaction, and at the present time we have an order pending. 
The prices of birds going out of Canada have been real good. 


Probably one of the most encouraging features to the poultry man is 
the fact that the provincial governments are gradually recognizing more 
and more the value of registered poultry. The province of Quebec has 
probably taken the lead. Last year we sold to the Quebec Govern- 
ment approximately 200 birds to be put out in their production flocks 
under their improvement scheme. That is one of the ways in which 
poultry registration assists in improving the quality and production of 
birds throughout the country. 

It has been very gratifying to me to sit here today and listen to the 
remarks of the various speakers, particularly of one, who said that 
pedigree without something else was of little real value. 


Before I sit down I should say that we owe much to the Canadian 
National Live Stock Records, for the assistance they have given us in 
the conduct of our work. So far everything has gone very well indeed. 
We have an association with 340 members, scattered from coast to coast. 
We have members in every province. In addition to the major associa- 
tion we have seven provincial associations, which makes for harmony 
all the way through. Applause 


THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you, Mr. Taylor. I confess I had no idea 
that so much could be said about poultry. Laughter. 


FINAL REPORT OF THE SCRUTINEERS. 


THE CHAIRMAN: We have the final report of the scrutineers. 
On the last ballot, Mr. Fremont having secured a majority, I declare 
him elected to the 1933 Board. 


THE CHAIRMAN: If there is any other business to come before the 
meeting, we should have it before the motion to adjourn. 


MR. SYLVESTRE: Reference has been made to the number of days 
notice to be given before meetings. I suggest that the committee study 
the question during the next year, and, if possible, make some amend- 
ment. 
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THE CHAIRMAN: What do you think of that suggestion, gentlemen? 
I think, myself, that fifteen or sixteen days would be ample. A letter 
would reach British Columbia within five or six days. 


MR. SYLVESTRE: We hope that during the next year we will have 
air mail communication with British Columbia, and then letters will 
reach there in due time. 

Mr. NAPIER: I would propose that the committee in making up 
their constitution take into consideration the status of the delegates to 
the Record Board, and that until such time as a successor is appointed 
a man shall be a member of the Board, and that no successor shall have 
to be appointed not more than sixteen days of our annual meeting. 


THE CHAIRMAN: We will treat that as a motion by Mr. Sylvestre, 
seconded by Mr. Napier. 


The proposed motion was agreed to. 
THE CHAIRMAN: Now, gentlemen a motion to adjourn is in order. 


MR. WILLIAM STOCKDALE: Before we adjourn, Mr. Chairman, I 
wish, on behalf of the Canadian Kennel Club to thank the retiring Vice- 
President for visiting our annual meeting. 


The representatives of the Record Office will tell you that they get 
considerable hell at the Kennel Club meetings, and I suggest to the 
incoming committee, yourself included, Mr. Chairman, that they should 
attend some of our meetings and share with the representatives of the 
record office. A closer contact between the associations makes for a 
better feeling. I know that after Col. Bull addressed our meeting there 
was a different feeling apparent towards the Canadian National Live 
Stock Record Board. It helped to clear the atmosphere. So, if it is 
possible for you to attend our next meeting, Mr. Chairman, the latch- 
string is out. Pull it and the door wil! open. 


THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you very much for your very reasonable 
suggestion, Mr. Stockdale, that I should accept the latchkey to hell. 
I assure you, to use the language of a great many speakers, I will take 
your suggestion under very serious consideration. 

On motion of Mr. Kelsey, seconded by Mr. Mark, the meeting 
adjourned.

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An Act respecting the Incorporation of Live Stock Record Associations. 
Assented to 26th May, 1932. 


His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and 
House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows:— 


SHORT TITLE. 
1. This Act may be cited as THE LIVE STOCK PEDIGREE ACT, 1932. 


INTERPRETATION. 


2. In this Act unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) chee a means an association incorporated under this 
ct; 

(b) ‘Minister’? means the Minister of Agriculture; 


(c) ‘“‘pure-bred’”’ means registered in or eligible for registration in 
the records of any association incorporated under this Act 
according to the rules of such association. 


ASSOCIATIONS. 


3. (1) The Minister, upon the application of any number of 
persons, not less than five, being British subjects, of the age of twenty- 
one years or over, who desire to form an association for the purpose of 
keeping a record of pure bred domestic live stock of a distinct breed, or 
several records, each of a distinct breed of the same species of animals, 
may approve of the application and grant the certificates hereinafter 
mentioned. 


(2) The application shall be in the form or to the effect set out in 
form A in the schedule to this Act, and shall be in triplicate. 


(8) Each triplicate shall be signed by each of the applicants, and the 
signatures shall be verified by the affidavit of a subscribing witness, 
which affidavit may be taken before a notary public or a commissioner 
authorized to take affidavits to be used either in the provincial or Dom- 
inion courts. 


(4) The application shall be accompanied by three copies of the 
constitution, by-laws and rules proposed for the regulation of the affairs 
of the association. 


(5) Upon approving the application, constitution, by-laws and 
rules the Minister shall endorse all copies with his certificate in Form B 
in the schedule to this Act, and cause one copy thereof to be registered in 
the Department of Agriculture, another to be transmitted to the Director 
of the Canadian National Live Stock Records and the other to be returned 
to the applicants, or some one of them. 

(6) From the date of such certificate, the applicants and such 
other persons, partnerships and bodies corporate as become members of 
the association shall be a body corporate and politic under the name 
approved by the Minister. 

4. (1) Not more than one association for each distinct breed or a 
number of breeds of the same species shall be incorporated under this Act. 


(2) Save as provided by this Act when an association for a distinct 
breed is incorporated under this Act it shall be unlawful for any other 
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person, in respect of such breed, to conduct a book of record or to issue a 
certificate of registration or any document purporting to be a certificate 
of breeding.

the name of the association; 
the objects for which the association is to be incorporated; 


the admission, resignation, suspension and expulsion of mem- 
bers, ordinary or life and the annual fee to be paid by ordinary 
members and the fee, if any, to be paid by life members; 


the place within Canada where the head office of the association 
and of the branch offices, if any, are to be situated; 


the officers of the association, their election, the duties of each 
and the filling of vacancies; 


the convening of general, annual and special meetings of the 
association; 
the audit of the accounts of the association; 


the registration of pedigrees of the particular breeds of the 
species of live stock the recording of which is within the powers 
of the association; and the rules shall clearly define what live 
stock shall be eligible for registration in the records of the 
association: 

the annual report of the officers, and a detailed statement, duly 
audited, of receipts and expenditures for the preceding year of 
and the assets and liabilities; 

the keeping of a book by the secretary at the head office of the 
association, and by the proper officer at each branch office, 
wherein shall be written or printed a copy of the constitution, 
by-laws and rules of the association, with all amendments 
thereof; which books shall, at all reasonable times, be open to 
the inspection of members of the association, who shall have the 
right freely to make copies thereof; 


a corporate seal; 
the governing of the affairs of the association generally; 


the keeping by its members of private breeding records and the 
manner in which these shall be kept; 


a practical and effective system of identification; — 


authority to conduct an inspection on behalf of the Minister, 
of the association or of the Canadian National Live Stock 
Record Committee in a*manner therein defined of private herd 
records and of the manner in which the system of identification 
as required by the constitution is being practised; 


the manner in which unsatisfactory practises in respect of 
identification shall be dealt with; 


if and when the principle of individual inspection to determine 
eligibility by inspection is approved by the association, the 
standard which shall apply in connection with such inspection 
and the manner in which such inspection shall be carried on; 
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(r) if and when the principle of applying performance to determine 
eligibility for advanced registration is approved by the associa- 
tion, the standards of performance, which shall apply and the 
manner in which inspection of the application of such standards 
shall be carried on; 


(s) the fee to be charged for registration made by members and by 
non-members. 


(2) When any system of inspection involving the inspection of 
animals for individuality, character, performance or other quality is main- 
tained by an association incorporated under this Act, it shall be unlawful 
for any person or persons to conduct any inspection of animals of the 
particular breed concerned which is not provided for in the constitution 
of such association, and any inspection carried on contrary to the intent 
of this section shall be deemed to be an infraction of this Act and subject 
to the penalties imposed thereunder. 


(3) The constitution, by-laws or rules may provide for the exercises 
in conjunction with any other association, of any of the powers or func- 
tions of the association through a common officer or officers appointed 
under the constitution and rules of the Canadian National Live Stock 
Record Board. 


6. (1) No amendment or repeal of any constitution, by-law or 
rule of an association shall have any force or effect until it has been 
eae by the Minister and registered in the Department of Agri- 
culture. 


(2). An application. for approval of any amendment shall be accom- 
panied by triplicate copies of each proposed amendment. 


(3) The Minister before approving of any such amendment or 
repeal may require evidence by affidavit or statutory declaration that all 
formalities and requirements under the constitution, by-laws and rules 
have been complied with. 


( Upon approving any such amendment or repeal the Minister 
shall endorse all copies with a certificate of approval. 

7. The constitution, by-laws and rules of an association shall bind 
each member thereof as fully as though he had subscribed his name and 
affixed his seal to the same. 

8. An association may 


(a) acquire, hold and dispose of any real or personal property 
necessary for the carrying out of the objects of the association; 

(b) draw, make, accept, endorse and execute promisory notes, 
bills of exchange and other negotiable instruments necessary 
for the carrying out of the objects of the association: Provided 
that nothing herein shall authorize an association to issue any 
note payable to the bearer thereof, or intended to be circulated 
as money, or to engage in the business of banking; 

(c) use the funds of the association for any purpose calculated to 
benefit the particular breed or species of live stock mentioned 
in the application, including grants to exhibitions. 

9. The financial liability of a member to the creditors of the 

association shall be limited to the amount due from him in respect to his 
membership and any registration fees. 
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10. (1) The Minister may examine and, when satisfied that the 
same is in accord with the fact, may approve under the seal of the depart- 
ment any certificate duly issued by an association affiliated under section 
thirteen of this Act. 


(2) In the event of any certificate approved by the Minister as by 
this section provided later proving incorrect in any particular, notice 
thereof shall forthwith be given to the Minister by the association which 
issued such certificate. 


11. (1) There shall be forwarded to the Minister and to the 
Director, Canadian National Live Stock Records, in the same manner 
as to members, notice of any meeting of an association setting out 
proposed amendment or .amendments to the constitution, by-laws or 
rules. 


(2) There shall be forwarded to the Minister and to the Director, 
Canadian National Live Stock Records, immediately after each annual 
meeting of any association affiliated under section thirteen of this Act, 
by the secretary thereof, a copy of the annual report including a state- 
ment of receipts and expenditures and of the assets and liabilities 
together with a list of the officers of the association and of its representa- 
tives elected to the Canadian National Live Stock Record Board at the 
said meeting. 

12. (1) The Minister. shall have power to appoint a person or 
persons to hold inquiries into the conduct of its business by any associa- 
tion incorporated under this Act, and every person so appointed shall 
have for the purposes of his appointment all the powers of a commis- 
sioner under the Inquiries Act. 


(2) Upon the conclusion of any inquiry held under the provisions of 
this section the Minister may require the association to take or he may 
take such action as he considers necessary to provide for the proper 
conduct of the business of the association. 


(3) The Minister at any time upon being satisfied that an associa- 
tion has failed for a period of twelve months to carry on business or for 
_ any period has failed to conduct its business in accordance with the provi- 
sions of its constitution, by-laws and rules, may make such direction to 
the association as to him seems proper in the interest of the purposes for 
which the association was incorporated. 


(4) If the association fail within the period set thereby to carry out 
any direction by him to it given in accord with the last preceding sub- 
section the Minister may. 


(a) authorize the Canadian National Live Stock Record Committee 

to take over and carry on the property and business of the 
association, and the committee shall in such event and for such 
purposes have all the powers by this Act howsoever given to 
the association, or 


(b) may declare the corporate powers of the association at an end. 


(5) The Canadian National Live Stock Record Committee shall at 
any time when it is thereunto directed by the Minister hand over to the 
association the property and business of the association taken over by the 
Committee under the provisions of this section, together with a state- 
ment of receipts and expenditures covering the period during which the 
committee had control of the same, and in such case the Association shall 
fully resume the powers given it by this Act.

(6) In the event of the Minister declaring the corporate powers of 
an association to be at an end the affairs of the association shall be wound 
up in accordance with such regulations as may from time to time in that 
behalf be made by the Governor in Council. 


CANADIAN NATIONAL LIVE STOCK RECORDS. 


13. (1) Any associations incorporated in accordance with the 
provisions of section three of this Act, the constitutions whereof as 
approved provide for joint action, may affiliate for keeping live stock 
records, issuing and recording certificates of registration and performing 
such services as from time to time may appear to be in the interest of 
breeds for which no Yecord association has been formed in Canada. 

(2) Such affiliation shall be known as Canadian National Live Stock 
Records. 


(3) The terms or articles of affiliation shall 


(a) provide for a governing body to be known as the Canadian 
National Live Stock Record Board and representative of the 
affiliated associations. 

(b) provide for an administrative committee to be known as the 
Canadian National Live Stock Record Committee; 

(ec) provide for appointment of an officer to be known as Director 
of Canadian National Live Stock Records who shall be the 
secretary of the Board and of the Committee respectively and 
accountant and treasurer of Canadian National Live Stock 
Records; 

(d) provide the basis of representation upon and set out the method 
of appointment of representatives from the various affiliated 
breed associations to the Canadian National Live Stock Record 
Board; 


(e) provide for election of a chairman and a vice-chairman; 


(f) describe the manner in which the business of the Board shall be 
conducted; 


(g) set forth the method of election of members of the Committee. 


14. (1) Canadian National Live Stock Records shall become 
established upon the registration with the Department of Agriculture of 
the articles of affiliation duly subscribed to by the proper officers of the 
associations originally seeking affiliation and bearing an endorsement of 
his approval of the said articles by the Minister. 


(2) Any repeal or amendment of the articles of affiliation shall be 
effective only upon its approval by the Minister. 

(3) After the establishment of Canadian National Live Stock 
Records any qualified association may affiliate by filing with the Director 
of Canadian National Live Stock Records a copy of the registered 
articles of affiliation duly subscribed to by its proper officers. 


GENERAL. 


15. (1) The Governor in Council may make such orders and 
regulations, not inconsistent with this Act, as to him seems necessary for 
carrying out the provisions of this Act. 

(2) Such orders and regulations shall have the same force and 
effect as if embodied in this Act. 
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(3) Every such order or regulation shall be published in two issues 
of the CANADA GAZETTE. 

(4) Any such order or regulation may be proved by the production 
of a copy thereof certified under the hand of the Minister and shall, until 
the contrary is proved, be deemed to have been duly made, published and 
issued on the date thereof. 

16. There may be appointed in the manner authorized by law such 
officers as are necessary for carrying out the provisions of this Act. 


OFFENCES AND PENALTIES. 


17. Every person who 
(a) knowingly and with intent to deceive, signs or presents or 
causes or procures to be signed or. presented to the recording 
officer of an association, or to the person in charge of the 
Canadian National Live Stock Records, any declaration or any 
application for registration or any transfer of ownership 
respecting any animal or bird containing any material false 
statement or representation, or 
(b) falsely holds out any certificate of registration as applying to an 
animal or bird other than the one in respect of which it was 
issued, or 
(c) wilfully commits any act in contravention of the rules promul- 
gated by any association or Canadian National Live Stock 
Records. 
is guilty of an offence and liable to a fine not exceeding five hundred 
dollars and costs and not less than one hundred dollars and costs, and in 
default of payment to imprisonment for any term not exceeding two 
months. 


18, (1). | Wien by the constitution, by-laws or rules of an associa- 


tion incorporated in accordance with this Act, provision has been made — 


for the registration of any class or breed, and export from Canada, or 
transport from province to province within ‘Canada, or the sale or contract 
to sell of any animal or bird of such class or breed as pure-bred without 
furnishing the actual buyer a certificate of pedigree registration issued 
by such association, is prohibited, every person who 


(a) exports from Canada or transports from one province in 
Canada to another province in Canada any animal or bird of 
such class or breed as pure-bred without furnishing to the 
actual buyer in connection therewith a certificate of pedigree 
registration as issued by such association, or 


(b) as owner sells or contracts to sell any animal or bird of such 
class or breed as pure-bred without furnishing or agreeing as an 
integral part of the contract of sale to furnish the certificate of 
pedigree registration together with the duly recorded transfer 
of ownership thereof to the actual buyer, 

is guilty of an offence and liable to a fine not exceeding five hundred 
dollars and costs and not less than one hundred dollars and costs, and in 
Sse of payment to imprisonment for any term not exceeding two 
months. 


_ (2) Any animal or bird owned in Canada of a class or breed for 
which no record exists in Canada and duly registered in a foreign book 
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of record recognized as authentic by the Canadian National Live Stock 
Records’ Committee shall for the purposes of this section be deemed to 
be pure bred. 


19. It is an offence to use without authority the name of Canadian 
National Live Stock Records, Canadian National Live Stock~Record 
Board, Canadian National Live Stock Record Committee or of any 
association incorporated under this Act, or any name or colourable 
_ imitation of or so nearly resembling any of the said names as to deceive 
_the public. 


20. Every offence against this Act or against any order or regula- 
tion of the Governor in Council shall, for the purpose of proceedings under 
this Act or under such order or regulation, be deemed to have been 
committed, and every cause of complaint thereunder shall be deemed to 
have arisen, either in the place in which it actually was committed or 
arose or in any place in which the person charged or complained against 
happens to be. 


21. Every penalty imposed by this Act shall be recoverable ikl 
costs before any two justices of the peace, or any magistrate having the 
powers of two justices of the peace under the provisions of the Criminal 
Code relating to summary convictions. 


22. Section eleven hundred and forty-two of the Criminal Code 
ee not apply to any proceedings in respect of any offence under this 
ct. 


REPEAL. 


23. The LIVE STocK PEDIGREE ACT, chapter one hundred and 
twenty-one of the Revised Statutes of Canada, 1927, is repealed. 
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
